SLOTS 

[House Speaker] Michael 
Busch’s stonewalling of slots 
legislation in Maryland has cer¬ 
tainly been a boon to at least 
two entities: Penn National 
Gaming and Delaware Park.

No, this 
isn’t a feeble attempt at free 
advertising in the editorial sec¬ 
tion—^it’s just an illustration of 
the impact of one politician on 
one family-run operation. And 
I certainly doubt we’re the only 
ones going this route. Who 
knows, perhaps in the long run 
Michael Busch has done us a 
favor. 

Most of the time when we 
disagree with a politician on 
a particular issue, we can at 
least glean some insight into 
that individual’s stance and 
the logic that may have moved 
him in a particular direction. 
Unfortunately, this is one of 
those despicable instances when 
a politician is clearly unable to 
articulate a cogent argument 
and is being obstinate for pure¬ 
ly partisan reasons. And he’s 
doing so at the expense of the 
state of Maryland. 

I suspect that if the House 
Ways and Means Committee 
is not thoroughly defeated 
in the next elections, we wiU 
not only be former Maryland 
horse breeders, we will be for¬ 
mer Marylanders as weU. To 
those of you sticking it out, we 
admire your resolve and wish 
you the best of luck. We’re 
pulling for you.

Gin. The 13-year-old stallion 
will stand the 2005 season at 
the Boniface family’s farm in 
Darlington, Md. 

Led off the van by Bonita 
Farm’s breeding division man¬ 
ager William K. Boniface, Go 
for Gin caknly surveyed his 


surroundings. The attractive 
bay, who previously stood at 
Claiborne Farm in Paris, Ky, 
joins 1983 Preakness winner 
Deputed Testamony, Grade 1- 
winning turf runner Ops Smile 
and young sire Mojave Moon, 
whose first foals are now year¬ 
lings, in the staUion barn at 
Bonita. Go for Gin is the only 
Kentucky Derby winner at stud 
in the U.S. to stand in a state 
other than Kentucky.

has enjoyed more than one 
proud moment at Pimlico. Cor¬ 
nacchia watched Go for Gin 
finish second in the Preakness. 
In 1996, he was in the winner’s 
circle following Star Standard’s 
victory in the Pimlico Special- 
G1 and, aweek later, Louis Qua- 
tor 2 e’s romp in the Preakness. 

Cornacchia, who has board¬ 
ed a few mares at Bonita Farm 
in recent years, earher this 
year bought out the Go for 
Gin parmership that included 
Claiborne Farm and Condren, 
and now owns a 50 percent 
interest in the stallion, with the 
other 50 percent controlled by 
Bonita Farm. 

From six crops. Go for Gin 
has sired the earners of more 
than $9.5 million, topped by 
leading handicap horse Albert 
the Great, winner of the Jockey 
Club Gold Cup-Gl with earn¬ 
ings of $3,012,490.

BIG RUT 

STAR FROM SOUTH CAROLINA 



J uly 5, 2004, marked the 
beginning of a new era for 
racing in Pennsylvania, and 
the entire Mid-Atlantic region. 

On that date. Governor 
Edward G. Rendell signed into 
law legislation that paves the 
way for wide-scale expanded 
gaming within the state. 

Race track purses, the breed¬ 
ers' fund and the horsemen's 
organi 2 ations collectively will 
receive some 12 percent of the 
gross revenues from most slots 
facilities. 

The Pennsylvania Breeding 
Fund is expected to reach $25 
million a year, after the pro¬ 
gram is fully up and running. 

Daily purse distribution at 
Philadelphia Park and Penn 
National is expected to more 
than double—to $340,000 and 
$180,000, or more, respectively. 

After more than seven years 
of debate and several near- 
misses, Pennsylvania's slots bill 
sailed through both the Senate 
and House of Representatives 
during the first week in July. 


It provides for slots at 
seven race tracks—three Thor¬ 
oughbred facihties (Philadelphia 
Park, Penn National and 
Presque Isle Downs, a yet to 
be constructed track in the 
western part of the state), and 
four Standardbred tracks (The 
Meadows, Pocono Downs, 
Chester Downs and another 
yet to be licensed). 

Slots hcenses will also be 
awarded to five stand-alone 
facilities and two resort loca¬ 
tions. 

Provisions for maintaining 
live racing—210 days a year at 
Philadelphia Park and 200 days 
at Penn National—are incor¬ 
porated in the biU. 

Slots wiU not change the 
landscape in Pennsylvania over¬ 
night. The process of award¬ 
ing licenses and constructing 
facilities is expected to require 
one to two years, and will be 
overseen by a seven-member 
gaming board that has yet to 
be named. 


B ig Rutis the most accom¬ 
plished runner ever bred 
in South Carohna. Bred 
by O.H. Wienges, who sold 
him privately as a 2-year-old, 
the charismatic chesmut son 
of Kokand won or placed in 
a do 2 en stakes during a career 
that spanned nine seasons 
and encompassed a massive 
91 starts. His career earnings 
were $570,487. 

Still, Big Rut faced an 
uncertain future when he 
was vanned off the track last 
October at Charles Town 
while making his final start, 
at age 10, in a $3,500 claim¬ 
ing race. 

That's when his former 
exercise rider, Connie Warner, 
stepped in. 

Warner had galloped Big 
Rut throughout his glory 
years—that is to say, from 
the time he arrived at her 
employer trainer Hamilton 
Smith's Laurel Park stable as 
a 2-year-old in 1995, until he 


was claimed away from Smith 
and owner James W. Peters Jr. 
for $50,000 in March 2000. 
She kept tabs on him as he 
descended through the claim¬ 
ing ranks and changed hands 
several times. 

When Big Rut's racing 
days appeared over, Warner 
appealed to her boss for help. 
Smith in turn called Peters, 
who readily put up the $2,500 
to buy the gelding a suitable 
retirement. 

Warner expresses utmost 
appreciation for Peters and 
Smith—and they believe 
she's the one who deserves 
the most credit. Big Rut, one 
would assume, is grateful to 
them aU. 

Today, Big Rut hves the 
good life at a small farm near 
Westminster, Md., loung¬ 
ing about in a pasture with 
three other horses and raising 
visions of a future career as 
a show horse for Warner's 
daughter. 


NEW JERSEY LEGISLATURE 
APPROVES RACING BILLS 


T he New Jersey Senate and 
the Assembly approved 
a trio of bills in late June 
that will impact the state's 
Thoroughbred industry. AH 
three await expected signa¬ 
tures from Governor James 
E. McGreevey. 

The first aUows the pay¬ 
ment of breeder awards 
for New Jersey-bred horses 
who win purse money out 
of state. It apphes only in 
the ‘‘off season," when no 


Thoroughbred racing is con¬ 
ducted in New Jersey. 

The second measure 
expands workers' compensa¬ 
tion insurance beyond jock¬ 
eys to include exercise riders 
who pay applicable federal 
and state taxes. 

The third clears the way 
for the New Jersey Sports 
and Exposition Authority to 
entertain lease proposals for 
Monmouth and the Meadow- 
lands. /Mike Farrell

will be installed on the turf 
course. 

Raffetto said sod will be 
installed on the turf course by 
August 15, allowing it six weeks 
to knit before racing begins. A 
new state-of-the-art irrigation 
system will aid in the process. 

As soon as the track proj¬ 
ect is complete, construction 
of new barns will begin, said 
Raffetto. Plans call for 14 new 
barns, each designed to accom¬ 
modate 34 horses. Only one 
barn (Barn 11) is being demol¬ 
ished in the current construc¬ 
tion project. 


M ike Edwards worked 
on the race track for 
many years, as an 
assistant to trainer Toughy 
Hacker and later as a pubhc 
trainer on his own, before 
giving it up for a new career 
nearly 15 years ago. 

But his love of racing, and 
horses, has never left him—as 
is apparent from the design 
work Edwards does for the 
company.

stall cards are made of vinyl 
material, with the information 
printed on adhesive-backed 
strips; the strips can be pulled 
off and replaced again and 
again. First Impression is the 
only company in the Mid- 
Atlantic region that produces 
these stall cards. 

The Edwardses churn out 
thousands of items each year 
from their two-room manu¬ 
facturing plant, located in a 
small business park almost 
within shouting distance of 
the Laurel Park stable gate. 
They have one employee—

Libby Butts, who doubles as 
an exercise rider for trainer 
Katy Voss. 

“Our best help comes 
from the race track," said 
Mike Edwards. “Horsepeople 
know how to work." 

Edwards said he was 
originally inspired by their 
daughter, Michele, who is 
a graduate of the Parsons 
School of Design, and by a 
sign company that he and his 
wife patronized while trav¬ 
eling to Florida horse sales 
in the 1980s. To learn the 
sign business, he spent a year 
working for a company in 
Glen Burnie. “I told them 
that's what I was doing," he 
said. “When they made me 
manager, I decided it was 
time to leave." 

The Edwardses once 
owned a small farm near 
Laurel, but now commute to 
work from their home on 
Maryland's Eastern Shore. 

“Our goal is to build the 
business to the point where 
we can afford to buy some 
horses to race," said Mike 
Edwards. “And we're almost 
there."

PETER FORTAY 

Peter Fortay, a prominent 
owner/trainer at Mid-Atlantic 
tracks, died June 4 at age 56. 

During an eight-year span as 
a trainer, from 1993 to 2002, Mr. 
Fortay had 110 winners from 
460 starters, for purse earnings 
$2,097,813. His best season 
came in 1997, when he won 
18 of 64 races, including the 
$150,000 Sorority Stakes-G3 at 
Monmouth Park with Unky and 
Ally. 

Mr. Fortay sent out Testing 
to victory in the 2000 Maryland 
Million Classic at Laurel Park. 

JACK GREEN

Green was a 1958 graduate of 
the New York State Veterinary 
College at Cornell University. He 
served in the Delaware Army 
National Guard from 1959 to 
1964. 

Mr. Green was a past presi¬ 
dent of a Farriers' Union Local. 


PAT MYER 

Pat Myer, a former steeple¬ 
chase rider and trainer who most 
recendy worked as supervisor of 
dormitories for the New York 
Racing Association, died July 5. 
He was 61. 

Mr. Meyer, born and raised 
in Maryland, launched his rid¬ 
ing career in the early 1960s, 
working for such noted horse¬ 
men as Janon Fisher Jr., Mike 
Smithwick, Peter Bostwick and 
HoUie Hughes. He went on to 
train and ride for Aiken, S.C.- 
based Arrowhead Stable, with 
trainer John EUis, and Kinross 
Farm in Virginia.

Pennsylvania 
slots will be a 
different game 


r cnnsjlvania —# 1 Thoroughbred breeding and racing state in the 
nation. It sounds far-fetched, but stranger things have 
happened. 

Philadelphia Park, operating year-round, is on its way toward 
one of the highest (if not the very highest) purse distributions in 
the nation. 

Breeder and owner bonuses are projected to dwarf those in 
surrounding states. 

Ample opportunities wiU be available for horses to compete at 
all levels, with three race tracks (including one to be constructed 
in the western part of the state). 

The slots bin signed July 5 by Governor Edward RendeU is a 
dream come true for Pennsylvania’s Thoroughbred industry, and 
it wiU have states throughout the Mid-Atlantic region, and well- 
beyond, scrambhng to keep up. 

‘‘Like a garden waiting to be watered” is how Pennsylvania 
Horse Breeders Association executive secretary Mark 
McDermott describes Pennsylvania’s Thoroughbred industry 
in the pre-slots era. The state already has a year-round racing 
calendar and weU-estabHshed base of breeding farms and 
stallions. The irrigation system comes in the form of legislation 
allowing as many as 61,000 slot machines throughout the state, 
with a substantial portion of the revenue directed toward race 
track purses and the breeding fund. 

Other race tracks within the Mid-Atlantic region, namely 
Delaware Park and Charles Town, have been HteraUy saved by 
the introduction of slots. But the state of Delaware still has no 
breeding industry to speak of, and Charles Town remains an 
island unto itself, its community of horsemen deeply conflicted 
over alternatives for the track’s expansion. 

It win be a different scenario in Pennsylvania. Pennsylvania’s 
two currently operating Thoroughbred tracks, Philadelphia Park 
and Penn National, are looking for slots to boost them to new 
levels of success, not hold them back from doom. And regional 
breeders will look with eagerness on an influx of quality stallions. 

Think Pennsylvania will never be on par with the nation’s 
leading Thoroughbred breeding states? That’s kind of hke what 
a lot of people said about a smallish chestnut colt who tended 
to be overlooked in the weeks leading up to this year’s Kentucky 
Derby. ^ 
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MIKE GILL 
BAHLES 
TO WIN 
RESPECT 

Over the past four years, Gill has 
dominated the landscape at Mid-Atlantic 
tracks, with growing numbers that pushed 
him to the top of the national owners’ list 
by wins and earnings in 2003. But there 
have been dark times along the way...

W inning isn’t every¬ 
thing—just ask owner 
Michael (Mike) Gill. 

Gill wins more races— 
mostly because he runs more 
horses—than any other owner 
in the country. His record for 
2003 was a staggering 425 wins 
from 2,235 starts, numbers 
that far outdistanced all of his 
rivals. Gill has kept a similarly 
frenetic pace in 2004, with 242 
wins from 1,440 starts through 
July 9. 

But Gill’s career as a Thor¬ 
oughbred owner has also been 
marked by turmoil. He was 
barred from racing at Delaware 


Park in 2003, for reasons that 
have never been disclosed, 
and denied stalls last season at 
Monmouth Park. An incident 
at Gulfstream Park in early 
2003, involving Gill’s runner 
Casual Conflict, is infamous. 
The horse’s leg was ampu¬ 
tated by a veterinarian under 
Gill’s employ, following a fatal 
breakdown. Yet no wrongdo¬ 
ing related to this episode was 
ever ascribed to Gill, or to his 
trainer Mark Shuman. 

Gill’s primary business is 
mortgage banking. He is the 
founder and CEO of The Mort¬ 
gage Speciahsts, Inc., which has 


branch offices in seven (soon 
to be eight) locations in New 
Hampshire and Massachusetts. 

GiU, 48, grew up as the old¬ 
est of five children in Salem, 
N.H., near Rockingham Park. 
His father was an engineer 
for Raytheon. Gill’s business 
acumen was apparent from 
an early age, when he estab¬ 
lished his own fish market in 
Salem soon after complet¬ 
ing high school at St. Francis 
Seminary in Andover, Mass. 
He then founded and operated 
a business brokerage before 
estabhshing The Mortgage 
Specialists in 1989. His fascina- 
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tion with racing dates to his 
teenaged years, when he made 
his first wager, a $20 perfecta 
at Rockingham Park, and came 
away with $260. 

Gill and his wife of 14 
years, Sarah, hve in a 20,000- 
square foot home in Windham, 
N.H., with their five children 
(the two oldest from Gill’s pre¬ 
vious marriage): Matthew, 17; 
Michael, 16; Mariah, 10; Clay, 
8; and Cole, 6. 

The following interview, 
with Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
editor Lucy Acton, took place 
at Gill’s home on June 22. 

Question: How did you get 
started with horses. What 
year? 

Answer: I went to have busi¬ 
ness cards for my brokerage 
firm made [in 1980]. Behind the 
clerk was a plaque—the type 
you stick on a pickup truck. 
It said: ‘‘J.J. Manning Thor¬ 
oughbred Horse Training.” 

I called [Manning] up. He 
met me the next day. I told him 
I was thinking about buying 
a race horse. He said: ‘Well, 
you’ve got to go to New York.” 
So the next day we jumped 
in the truck and drove to Bel¬ 
mont, and he took me barn to 
barn. I get in trouble when I 
say don’t take new owners over 
the hiU. I was once that guy. I 
thought I was pretty smart at 
the time. 

My first horse [purchased 
that afternoon at Belmont] 
was named Par for the Course. 
[After a few failed attempts the 
trainer] ran her against the boys 
on the grass for $16,000. She 
came in second. And my God. 
She was a grass horse who’d 
never been on the grass. [Par 
for the Course, a Maryland- 
bred, went on to contest sev¬ 
eral stakes for GiU]. 

Then I was out of the busi¬ 
ness for a little while. Say I 
had four or five. Then I had 
my first claiming experience. 
The horse’s name was Hasty 
Hasty. On the way to Suffolk 
Downs, I got sick. Finally got 
to the track, and my trainer 
said, “Hey, the horse finished 
second. We got the horse.” I 
said, “Great. Where is he?” 
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The horse is in the spit barn. 
‘Ts there anything wrong with 
him?” I asked. He said, ‘‘He 
doesn't have a pimple.” 

Fm walking down and I see 
this horse, and a big white eye 
staring at me. Is that our horse? 
I said, “That's a cataract. The 
horse can't see out of that eye. I 
thought you said he didn't have 
a pimple.” The horse turned 
around and looked at me. The 
other eye was an empty eye 
socket. 

That was my first claimer. 
The horse got ruled off, 
couldn't run. That was also my 
first experience with race horse 
mis justice. I can't run him, but 
you put me in a position to buy 
him. Did he lose the eye in the 
race? Did he go bhnd in the 
other eye during the race? No. 
Buyer beware. Buyer beware? It 
was my first experience with a 
trainer lying to me. 

Then I ran into trouble with¬ 
in the [brokerage] business, and 
got out of the horse business, 
and came back really around 
1985 to '86.1 had lost my inter¬ 
est in it, because I'd had some 
bad experiences, and then I 
came back with 2-year-olds. I 
thought if I'm going to buy a 
stakes horse, I have to buy a 
baby. So I went down to the 
Ocala Breeders' sale and I bid 
on two horses aU by myself. 

I said if I'm going to make 
a mistake, I'U make my own. 
Today I do the same. If you ask 
any of my trainers who picks 
out the horse to claim, they'll 
teU you it's me. I teU the trainers 
I don't ever have to accuse you 
of anything, because it's aU my 
decisions. Now, I may ask them 
about soundness, conforma¬ 
tion. And sometimes I go with 
two and three trainers or even 
four trainers and we'll even 
have a consensus. I'm open to 
all their suggestions. The bot¬ 
tom line—I make the choice. 

Any trainer that I've ever 
fired, it's because of honesty. 
They know right up front— 
don't lie to me. I can take it. TeU 
me we made a bad claim. TeU 
me a horse got hurt. I under¬ 
stand. Don't teU me something, 
or teU me the wrong thing. . . 


I've been around a whUe, and 
I'm a tough guy to fool. 

Q: Did you train your own 
horses at one point? And 
were you suspended for a 
medication violation? 

A: What happened was—I fired 
my trainer at Rockingham Park, 
took the trainer's test and ran 
my first horse that same day 
[August 19, 1995]. The horse 
tested positive for Clenbuterol. 
I was suspended for 30 days, or 
until the end of the meet. I ran 
a few horses [until the suspen¬ 
sion took effect], but then I 
was so disgusted I sold all my 
horses and got out of the busi¬ 
ness. So that's how things get 
blown all out of proportion. 

[It has been reported that 
GiU's suspension lasted three 
years. Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred 
contacted the New Hampshire 
Pari-Mutuel Commission's 
director Paul KeUey, who con¬ 
firmed those reports. KeUey 
provided a copy of the rul¬ 
ing, which states that a hearing 
was conducted at which GiU's 
original suspension for the bal¬ 
ance of the meet plus 10 days 
was extended by three years. 
GiU also was issued a $1,000 
fine that he did not pay until 
May 1999; he was ineUgible for 
Ucensing during the time the 
fine remained unpaid.] 

Would I love to be able to 
say I could become a horse 
trainer? As much as I love the 
horse business, I can't ever 
forget what puts food on the 
table. There's a side of me that 
thinks I could be a pretty good 
horse trainer. I think if you 
talked to my trainers, they'd 
probably agree with that too. 
Because I have a management 
structure that I can put in place 
physically and see it. I have a 
passion, and anything that any¬ 
body does real weU—they have 
a passion for. So if you put 
that structure and that passion 
together, usuaUy good things 
happen. But I can't get past it. 
This is what I do; I run a mort¬ 
gage business. And it supports 
my famUy, and it's something I 
can give my kids later in Ufe. It's 
a shame, because there's a side 


of me that says, “How do you 
know I couldn't be the best at 
doing that?” 

Since I could walk, I was 
playing football, baseball, bas¬ 
ketball. I think when I first 
felt like I was different, I was 
just bigger and stronger than 
everybody else. Six-four and a 
half and about 275 pounds, but 
I was very athletic too. It was 
how I first got a certain degree 
of my confidence. When you're 
in the seminary, sports is a very 
big thing. It's an outlet. We 
didn't have many kids, but no 
one worked harder than us. No 
one knew the game better. We 
were, fundamentally, the best. 
We played big schools, and 
we would beat big schools. I 
scored 37 points in a Christmas 
tournament against a guy who 
was 7'1”, but it was from work, 
and it was from practice. It was 
kind of like the building blocks. 
If you beat me, I am going to 
come back better, stronger. 

When I finished second for 
the Eclipse Award [in 2003 GiU 
was runner-up to Juddmonte 
Farms, despite leading the 
nation by both wins and earn¬ 
ings ($9,236,530)], people said 


how long are you going to go 
with this? That's not how my 
mind works. I said. I'm going 
to do something next year, that 
you have no choice but to vote 
for me. I know what the world 
record is for wins. It's 494. I'm 
going to break the world record. 
Put that number up, and it's 
burnt in my brain. And sports 
was hke that. I had the national 
softball throw record—163 
feet. I was 14 years old. 

My kids all play sports, 
because I'm teaching them 
competition. That's what horse 
racing is, it's competition. It's 
the horse against the horse. It's 
the trainer against the trainer. 
It's the owner, or the person 
who picked out the horse. .. it's 
the breeder. It's all about com¬ 
petition. That's what attracted 
me to horse racing. It's pure 
competition. If you could take 
the money and put it aside. . . 
too bad it's such an expense to 
keep them. 

Q: You lose money on your 
horses? 

A: I lose money on horses. I'm 
trying to get closer and closer. 
I would have been in much 
better shape if I hadn't got- 
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If you ask any of my 
trainers who picks 
out the horse to claim, 
they’ll tell you it’s me. I 
tell the trainers i don’t 
ever have to accuse you 
of anything, because 
it’s all my decisions. 


ten hit with all the resistance 
IVe had. A lot of my prob¬ 
lems when I started were at 
Delaware. People didn’t want 
me to claim as many horses. 
It was really Delaware. To the 
point where they would come 
to me and teU me not to claim 
horses, and teU me what horses 
not to claim. What always upset 
me was—be honest and teU 
everybody what it’s about. I’m 
good with everybody living 
under a set of rules. I’ll play by 
the rules. But the thing about 
claiming is, it keeps everybody 
honest. If they thought not 
having me there was a good 
thing, they’re mistaken. And 
you know who gets hurt the 
worst when I’m not there? The 
httle guy. Because what they 
don’t understand is, you get 
pressure from the big guys. 

Why did I sue Delaware for 
anti-trust? [The suit was settled 
early this year.] Because of the 
trainers who got together, with 
Delaware, and said we don’t 
want him here. I was claiming 
their horses. I’m not claiming 
the httle guy’s horses. When 
they have a $50,000 horse and 
they want to take a shot in 


a $25,000 race, they have to 
worry about me. But isn’t that 
sportsmanship? Isn’t that fair¬ 
ness? You’re a gambler, you 
want to know that that $50,000 
horse going to $25,000 has an 
opportunity to get claimed, 
because you have to factor 
that into your handicapping. I 
have to wonder if something 
is wrong with that horse. But 
if this guy and this guy and 
this guy agree not to claim the 
horse—^what do you call that? 

Q: There are people who say 
iPs not good for the busi¬ 
ness, because you dominate 
it so much. If four of the 
six horses in a race belong 
to you, does that make it 
an attractive betting propo¬ 
sition? 

A: I’ve heard that, too. What’s 
my win percentage? Do you 
know at Delaware we’ve won 
seven races in 47 starts [through 
late July]. My win percentage 
when I left Delaware [at the 
end of 2002] was 15 percent. 
It’s not as dominating as you 
think. Gulfstream—^he won aU 
these races! What’s my win per¬ 
centage? 19. 


Do you know that more 
horses were claimed at Delaware 
the year I wasn’t there [2003] 
than the year I was there? It’s 
true. In 2003, one more horse 
was claimed than in 2002.1 was 
winning 15 percent. So I wasn’t 
dominating percentagewise. I 
had a lot more horses, so I 
filled more races. Do I wish 
I won more races? I do. But 
it’s clearly not a dominating 
thing. What I wanted to do was 
set up a network in Delaware, 
Maryland and New Jersey, and 
have an operation at each race 
track and move horses around. 

Q: How many divisions do 
you have right now? 

A: In West Virginia we have 
maybe 35 or 40 horses. Kevin 
Joy trains maybe 10 and Tony 
Adamo has the rest. He’s got 
about 25. 

I’ve got Jerry Robb and Tim 
Hooper in Maryland. There’s 
probably over 100 horses there; 
they ship in and out. 

Phil Schoenthal’s got 35 
stalls at Colonial. 

Mark [Shuman]’s got the 
training center [in Oxford, Pa.]. 
He’s got about 140 stalls there. 

Gammy [Gamahel Vas- 
que 2 ]’s in Monmouth with 
approximately 40. 

Then I’ve got maybe 30 
horses in training at Charhe 
Brown’s farm in Maryland, and 
I’ve got some horses at Suffolk 
Downs was Carlos Figueroa. 

Charhe Brown takes good 
care of my layups. When a 
horse has a chip or something, 
and it’s affecting him, I’U have 
surgery. I must have two or 
three surgeries a week. [Most of 
the surgery is performed by Dr. 
Rick Doran at the Mid-Atlantic 
Equine Medical Center in 
Ringoes, N.J.] I can’t remember 
a week in years when I haven’t 
had surgery on some horse. 
Minor to more than minor, but 
almost every week. And when I 
do, Charhe gets them. 

If you look at the people 
I hired. Look at every single 
trainer. Other than Jerry Robb, 
no one’s heard of a single per¬ 
son. Mark had three horses, 
but he was a good guy and I 


could tell. Gammy didn’t train 
for anybody else. Tony Adamo 
had just a couple horses. Phil 
Schoenthal was an assistant to 
Mark. I didn’t hire the Scott 
Lakes or the Tony Dutrows— 
and they’re fine trainers—but I 
hired the underdog. That’s how 
I hke things. I hke taking the 
underdog and going with him, 
because I always kind of was an 
underdog myself. 

Q: Do you tell your trainers 
how to set up their stables? 
A: What I say is: “This is what 
has to get done. Now we can 
talk about how to get there.” 
Now with Mark, I’m teaching 
him business structure. That’s 
how he can handle so many 
horses. 

When you look at my horse, 
they’d better look good. I teU 
these guys: “Think of it as 
a beauty contest. We’U worry 
about the racing, but I want 
them to look Hke they’re in a 
beauty contest.” When I take a 
horse away from one trainer to 
give him to another, it’s always 
for the same reason—not for 
running bad, but for looking 
bad. I’ll take a picture of them, 
and mail it to the trainer. 

Q: You talk to each of them 
every day? 

A: Pretty much every day. I 
think I talk to Mark more than 
I do my wife. 

Q: Do you choose the jock¬ 
eys, or does the trainer? 

A: I try to run a lot of first 
call riders. I give the trainers 
fairly direct parameters to stay 
within. If I develop a trust with 
a jockey—now, they can make 
mistakes. I’ll take the guy who 
tries over the guy who might 
be a more veteran rider, but if 
he thinks the horse feels funny, 
won’t let the horse run. 

Q: Do your trainers get along? 
Are they in competition with 
each other? 

A: All of the above. Some get 
along more with others. Tony 
and Phil came up through 
Mark, and Tony is very thank¬ 
ful to Mark for helping him, 
and giving him opportunity. 
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Q: Are people afraid to claim 
horses from you? 

A: Really? They all do. Someone 
claimed a horse from me 
[Michaefs Pride] and won the 
[2003] Maryland Million Sprint. 
Tactical Side. Runs in money 
allowances. They bought him 
for $12,500 from me. Love 
Game won three in a row. 
They claimed him for $25,000. 
People line up to claim from 
me. Ghck got claimed from 
me for $40,000 [in December 
2003]. He's the top mrf sprint¬ 
er in the world. 

I lose horses all the time. I 
lose as many horses as I claim. 

Q: What do you look for when 
claiming a horse? 

A: That's the problem I have 
with race tracks. I call the race 
tracks on the problems. 

Epogen is the worst thing 
in racing, and what's the pen¬ 
alty? Who's been given days for 
Epogen? Anybody? These guys 
have heard aU the barking. I've 
claimed the horses. I've seen 
them melt. I told them: ‘Wou've 
got to stop this." ‘‘Shut up, shut 
up. Don't talk to the press." 
Always, don't talk to the press. 
So when I did, that was the end 
of me. 

How can I buy something 
for 50, that's really worth 10? 

I think that there's things 
being done—quiedy. But 
they've got to get them done. 

The thing about slot 
machines is—it would help save 
the horse owner, but if you put 
more money on the table, is 
it possible that it's not going 
to get better? Here's the irony. 
Don't use it, and we aU work 
on a level playing field. You 
deserve to win. You put the 
horse in the right spot. Deserve 
to win. If you're handicapping 
races, isn't that what you really 
want to do? I handicap races 
based on who uses and doesn't 
use; I claim horses based on 
who uses and doesn't use. And 
if I can't claim from you, and I 
can't beat you. I'm in trouble. 
And I have been in trouble at 
different race tracks. Because 
of that. And that's the one 
thing about Maryland—^you 


don't have the same abuse. I'm 
not saying you don't have it 
there. And I'm not going to teU 
you who, but it's pretty obvi¬ 
ous. It sticks out. And at other 
tracks, it's dominating. It's mak¬ 
ing the claiming business very 
difficult. There's some horses 
that I claim that can't get out of 
their own way. They can't run. 
California? I was interviewed 
a number of times out there, 
and I told them my concerns. 
You've never seen it in the 
papers. Oh, I was buying bad 
horses. All of a sudden. I claim 
more horses than anybody in 
America. I don't know how to 
claim a horse? I go to California 
and just lose my mind and can't 
claim one? 

Q: You had a division in 
California for how long? 

A: From October to the begin¬ 
ning of May [2004]. Nick 
Canani was my trainer. Beautiful 
area. Everybody was fine with 
me. I have no problems with 
the people, or the race track. 

California is an island and 
you have to race right there. 
Why is it that these guys, who 
no one ever heard of, are hit¬ 
ting at 35 percent? And I'm 
not telling you anything that a 
$2 bettor in California doesn't 
know. 

Q: How about the people 
who beHeve that you push 
the limits on medication? 

A: This is what drives me 
completely insane. They turn 
around and say: “Well, he's 
doing something." What am 
I—15, 16 percent, for career? 
Where am I hitting at 30, 35 
percent? Who's more aggres¬ 
sive about putting a horse in a 
position to win than me? I do a 
lot of claimers, which is gener¬ 
ally a higher win percentage 
than allowance horses, but yet 
I'm stiU 15 percent. So when 
they start pointing fingers, I 
must be the worst cheat in the 
world, or something's up. 

You know what bad tests 
we've had, in years? The tranq 
[tranquili 2 er] that you give a 
horse for blocking him, five 
days out. And it only lasts for 
20 minutes, but it stays in the 


system for two weeks. I didn't 
even know this drug existed 
until it came out. 

Test my horses for anything, 
at any time. Test every horse 
in my barn. I told them at 
Gulfstream. If I have a bad 
test, I quit. Anything in the leg? 
I quit. Now go out there and 
get someone else to say the 
same thing. If they think I'm 
guilty, why not do that? It's not 
about that. They just feel, they 
don't hke me claiming horses. 

I test all my horses, after I 
claim them. I take blood, and 
send it out, and find out what 
happened. Who better to know 
who's cheating than a guy who 
claims everybody's horses and 
tests them aU? Sometimes it'll 
surprise you, either way. 

They don't know how to 
make me disappear. The irony 
is—^what they're doing is 
exactly the wrong thing. Don't 
piss me off Don't tell me I 
can't do it. And don't make the 
playing field unfair. Because I 
have always been the guy who 
couldn't stand the bullies. Even 
going to school, I was the guy 
who was the designated bully- 
beater-upper. 


Q: What about the incident 
at Gulfs tream Park with The 
Leg? 

A: This was a case. The horse 
had started Hke 17 times [in 
the past year], had won Hke 
seven or eight races. This is 
something nobody knows. This 
horse was hitting. Sometimes 
what happens, the horse wiU 
run down, and hit his sesamoid 
joint. And he had a run-down. 
Mark Shuman will testify to 
this. The veterinarian came in 
that morning, looked at the 
horses, and we even turned 
around and went to the state 
veterinarian, and said: “Would 
you look at this horse for us? 
He's been hitting his sesamoids. 
He's in today, and what do you 
think?" She [the state veterinar¬ 
ian] picked the leg up, and said: 
“Some horses do that." She 
took a picture of it. Said he 
looked aU right. 

That's the horse who broke 
down that day. And do you 
know what he did? He hit his 
sesamoid. It's more of a smash, 
a bang. So when we looked at 
that, we kind of knew—he hit 
himself. He wasn't doing bad 
soundness-wise. 
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Test my horses for 
anything, at any time. 
Test every horse in my 
barn, if i have a bad 
test, i quit... if they 
think i’m guilty, why 
not do that? 


You're going to get the inside 
story on this, what no one actu¬ 
ally knows. I bet the horse. It's 
not like we were trying to sell 
a bad horse. Now I'm at the 
races. I was sitting near [Sam 
and Carolyn Rogers, longtime 
Virginia horsepeople]. I was 
talking to them. I wasn't on 
the phone. When they brought 
the horse back, they threw the 
horse in the dumpster. He was 
being disposed of. Dr. [Phillip] 
Aleong—they said he was my 
veterinarian—I only met him 
for 10 minutes. He was the guy 
giving Lasix and Bute, the day 
of the race. [My vet] was at 
Palm Meadows, and I couldn't 
afford to hire two veterinar¬ 
ians. He was filling in to help 
us out. 

What happened was they— 
Gulfstream—went over to cut 
the leg off themselves. You 
can print this, because it's true. 
Only they found out that Phil 
[Aleong] had cut the leg off 
to find out what happened, 
because he was concerned the 
horse was hitting the sesamoid. 
So he wanted to know if it was 
that injury that hurt the horse. 
Gulfs tream wanted to send the 


leg to the lab to examine it, 
because at this point we were 
claiming aU their horses, and 
they were trying to put us in a 
bad spot. They were planning 
to cut both legs off Made us 
look like we were so morbid 
doing it. 

One, I didn't even know it. 
Two, I never asked them to do 
it. They [Gulfstream] took both 
legs—the leg that Phil [Aleong] 
cut, and then they cut the other 
leg off, and went and tested it, 
like we were using something 
in the joints. That's when I said, 
‘‘If you find anything in those 
joints that isn't proper. I'll quit 
the business." 

That's how I threw it back 
at them. I said we're not cheat¬ 
ing, and you're trying to press 
this thing. Sure enough, they 
didn't find anything, but you 
didn't know about it. You 
know how long that testing 
took? Three days. You know 
when Gulfstream reported 
the results? Never. You know 
when it was supposed to come 
out? Never. I had my lawyers 
call up the lab and threaten to 
sue them unless they made that 
public. And that's when they 


did—seven weeks later. “Oh, 
we didn't find anything." During 
the time, the story makes Sports 
Illustrated. 

They knew the results of 
that test, and left it as a giant 
question mark. That's what got 
me to sue them. That lawsuit is 
stin in process. 

Q: So you have spent, you say, 
a million dollars. . . 

A: Between these lawsuits, 
Gulfstream and Delaware Park, 
easy. It wasn't about money. I 
just didn't want that over my 
head. 

Q: You do have some innova¬ 
tive veterinary techniques for 
your horses? 

A: We've gotten smarter on how 
to bring a horse back. These are 
all the theories I have. I have 
arthritis from playing sports. 
When they do surgery on a 
horse—in the past what they 
used to do was four weeks 
stall rest, four weeks walking. 
But if you understand arthritis, 
you understand that being in 
a stall and not moving is the 
worst thing in the world for 
arthritis. We stall rest for a week 
and then we start walking [with 
Equici 2 ers]. Right away. 

A lot of chip removals. 
And cannon bones. You'd be 
surprised at how many can¬ 
non bones have hairline frac¬ 
tures. You have to take real 
radiographs. Not x-rays, but a 
radiograph picture. And aU of 
the sudden you see these stress 
lines. That's the kind of injury 
horses break their legs with. It's 
not a knee or an ankle. It's that 
stress fracture, and that's what 
you've got to watch. 

The [radiograph] machine 
costs $90,000. 

Q: You have your own radio¬ 
graph machine? 

A: No, but we're talking about 
buying one. It's that prevalent. 

I teU you what, I haven't had 
a horse break down this year. I 
had a horse kick [jockey] Rick 
Wilson, which has been pretty 
traumatic for us. My wife and I 
were there. 

We go to extraordinary 
means holding horses together. 


Like even shins. I figured some¬ 
thing out about that. How many 
horses with shins don't come 
back to the races? A lot. You 
know why? The worst place 
for the horse's blood supply is 
in the shins. When they have 
cracks [in the shins], the cracks 
don't heal because there's not 
enough blood supply. Every 
horse that's ever had a shin 
with us, gets painted. Just a little 
coat, to create a blood supply 
there. Their bones are healing 
up, and they're all coming back. 
The method is—paint them, 
create blood supply; drill them 
to create trauma; and then bring 
them back on an Equicizer. No 
weight on their back, but con¬ 
cussion. How many nice horses 
could be saved this way? 

Q: How about the myecto¬ 
my? 

A: Here's the theory. Maybe I 
shouldn't give this out to every¬ 
one. But to explain why I do 
certain things. I became the 
throat cutter. “Every horse he 
got, he cut his throat." Wait 
a minute—^it's not necessar¬ 
ily what you think. I learned 
about EPM [Equine Proto 2 oal 
MyeloencephaHtis]. EPM is a 
disease the attacks the whole 
nervous system of a horse. 
And how a horse reacts is like a 
person with a stroke. It attacks 
one side of them. You can see 
it in their eyelid, you can see it 
in their Mp and in their coor¬ 
dination. More importantly, it 
affects their breathing. It ht- 
erally paraly 2 es [the breathing 
apparatus]. 

Ever heard someone say, 
“My horse has got a para- 
ly 2 ed flap"? He's got EPM. 
That's what's wrong with him. 
Sometimes you can regenerate 
it, not aU the time. But you can 
help with it. 

“My horse is bleeding. I can't 
stop the bleeding." You've got 
the throat valve that works like 
this. When the horse has EPM 
the muscles on one side wither 
away. The other side overcom¬ 
pensates, and it's like any mus¬ 
cle. It gets bigger. From use. 
Because this muscle is so big, it 
flaps it real hard. When it flaps 
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real hard, and off-balance, it 
sticks. And when it does stick, it 
creates a vacuum [in the lungs, 
which causes bleeding]. 

They caU it a Mike-ectomy. 
I talked to the scientist who 
found the protozoal [agent that 
causes] EPM. He agreed with 
me. He said he didn’t take it 
that far, because he was really 
studying the effects. 

It creates a vacuum. When 
you see a jockey come off and 
say: “He made a noise, check 
to see, I think he bled.” Think 
about that. You think bleeding 
in the lung makes a noise? Of 
course not. What you hear is 
the valve catching and lock¬ 
ing and fluttering. I don’t have 
horses bleed anymore. I use 
very little Lasix. 

Q: But you do use Lasix? 

A: Very little. Like 1 cc, 2 ccs. 
Because it dehydrates. We use 
the myectomy. When I know 
he has EPM, we open him 
up. With EPM, nine out of 
10, it’s glaring. Like Highway 
Prospector. He just came in 
second in that Grade 2 race at 
Monmouth. I bought him for 
$40,000. He had terrible EPM. 
His valve used to be so bad. 

That’s what I do. I study 
something, and then literally 
come up with my own hypoth¬ 
esis. I can teU you I’ve had 
enough horses. How do they 
calculate a hypothesis to find 
out if it’s really a proven the¬ 
ory? With volume. Who’s had 
more volume of horses than 
I have? I kept doing this and it 
kept working. 

[EPM] is a huge situation. 
They brought it back to pos¬ 
sums, and they thought they 
were the host animal; now you 
have all kinds of rodents carry¬ 
ing it. They’re not even sure if 
birds don’t carry it. It’s some¬ 
thing that if you’re not on top 
of, you’re in trouble. 

Q: Do you have your own 
veterinarians? 

A: I have my own vet in the 
Bowie barn, and Mark’s barn. 
I give them a salary. Generally, 
they live in an area, so they 
don’t tike commuting to the 
race tracks. We use Bernie 


Dowd at Monmouth; we use 
a big practice in Maryland, 
that I’ve used for years. I’m 
trying to get more cost-effec¬ 
tive, so they’re buying all the 
medications from distributors, 
so we’re trying to save some 
money there. It’s so expensive 
in running the horses, we’ve 
got to find an angle to do that. 

Q: How much do you spend 
on vet bills a year? A month? 
A: Oh boy. With the surger¬ 
ies, rU bet you, $300,000 to 
$400,000 a montii. 

In my own operation, I have 
to make a million a month to 
support it. And I was close. I 
was $9 million and something 
last year. 

Q: Can you estimate the total 
value of your horses? 

A: I’d say around $25 million in 
horses. Not counting the farm, 
trucks, assets, things like that. It 
started with one here and there. 
You know what it is, I don’t sell 
any horses. I can’t bring myself 
to sell them. For the first time, 
I sold a few broodmares at the 
Keeneland auction last fall. 

Q: You were having dispersal 
there for a while? 

A: Oh no. I wasn’t having a dis¬ 
persal. I talked about it. How 
do I get out of it? How does a 
guy who has this many horses 
walk away from the business? 
It’s not something you can do 
like this, unless you have a dis¬ 
persal. 

Sarah and I sat down after 
the Gulfstream meet [in early 
2003]. We had all the problems 
with the stalls; couldn’t put 
them anywhere. And we had aU 
the problems with Gulfs tream. 
My wife was basically saying, 
“Listen, as a family we don’t 
need this. Do you make money 
doing this?” No. “Are you hav¬ 
ing fun right now doing it?” 
No. She said then, “Tell me 
why we’re doing it.” 

And what most horsepeople 
will teU you, it’s a hard thing to 
explain to something who isn’t 
a horseperson. I don’t know if 
it’s a sickness. I don’t know if 
it’s a culture or a way of life. It’s 
an addictive sport to me. I just 


love horse racing. It got to the 
point where I think it was both¬ 
ering my family, too. I brought 
my children to Gulfs tream and 
we went to the winner’s circle 
and the kids heard booing. And 
it bothered them. And then 
when that happened it both¬ 
ered me. My wife and I talked 
and said maybe we should sell. 
I hteraUy sat down with some 
individual that wanted to buy 
them all. He was a big player 
in Magna [corporate owner of 
Gulfstream]. He made me sign 
a confidentiality agreement. I 
always thought that was ironic. 
The same people who almost 
put me out of business want 
to buy my horses. And if I’m 
cheating, why buy my horses? 
But I didn’t get to what I have 
without being tough, and I 
won’t tell you they didn’t rock 
me. But I was far from being 
down. If I leave this business, I 
want to do it on my terms, not 
somebody else’s terms. If they 
were trying to get me out of the 
business, believe me they went 
the wrong way in doing it. 

Horsemen don’t under¬ 
stand—together, they are the 
power. They are the show. 


They spend the money. They 
lose money. You know what? 
Everything that we’ve got 
today, as a society, took sacri¬ 
fices on the part of somebody 
else. People follow courage. 

Q: Tell us about your training 
center. 

A: It’s in Oxford, Pa., near the 
tine between Maryland and 
Pennsylvania, on a little over 50 
acres. I will bet you it has the 
biggest barn in the world. You 
could put a football field inside 
this barn. It’s got a swimming 
pool, an Equicizer, all inside 
the barn. I built this. When I 
bought it, it was a 40-stall barn. 
I made three additions. It’s got 
140 stalls inside. It’s got 50- 
foot ceihngs, with fans up on 
the ceilings. It’s got retractable 
sides, for ventilation. You could 
gallop two horses a half or 
maybe three-quarters of a mile 
inside the barn. 

I saw the problem I was 
going to have with stalls. I said, 
okay, [last year] Monmouth 
won’t give me stalls, Delaware 
won’t even let me race. And 
I teU you I win have an undy¬ 
ing loyalty to Maryland. Lou 
Raffetto [Laurel/PimHco chief 
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Horsemen don’t 
understand—together, 
they are the power. 

They are the show. They 
spend the money. They 
lose money. 


Operating officer], Georganne 
Hale [Laurel/Pimlico racing 
secretary], stuck with me when 
no one stuck with me. They 
gave me stalls, and they gave 
me a lot more stalls than maybe 
was poHticaUy correct for them. 
And if Maryland never gets 
slots, and if they have to cut 
their purses in half, I will fiU 
their races. Thafs business too. 
There's a certain degree of loy¬ 
alty. If nobody has any loyalty, 
and everybody chases a dollar, I 
wouldn't even want to be in it. 

I always anticipated Pennsyl¬ 
vania getting slots; I see then 
Maryland getting slots. In any 
business, when you start pre¬ 
paring is before. So I bought 
this training center preparing 
for what's going to happen. I'm 
prepared to deal with whatever 
circumstances. 

Q: You keep broodmares at 
the Boniface family’s Bonita 
Farm. How many brood¬ 
mares do you have? 

A: I must have close to 15. I 
really enjoy Maryland, because 
it's not just about the gambling 
there. It's about horse racing. 
They breed them. They're part 
of the whole structure. Like 


Bonita Farm—to see the hills 
and the fences. . . 

Q: You keep broodmares at 
other places, too? 

A: No. Just there. I'm kind of, 
if I'm going to go one way. 
I'm pretty loyal that way. What 
I did was, I had a filly named 
Can't Get Enough [by Two 
Punch]. That horse who won 
the $2 million race in Dubai 
[Our New Recruit] turned out 
to be her half-brother. So I 
went to the stallion, who was 
Alphabet Soup, so he'll be a 
three-quarter brother. She was 
a $10,000 claimer. 

Q: When did you get into 
breeding? 

A: About four years ago. 
Our first homebred will race 
this year. Mark has her now, 
and she's getting close. We 
haven't named her yet. She's 
by Deputed Testamony out of 
Big Fish. So we're thinking GiU, 
and fish. I claimed Big Fish at 
Delaware, I think for $35,000. 
Next race she broke out of 
the gate, went 40 yards and 
broke her sesamoid. I said I 
just spent $35,000 for her. Now 
what am I going to do? The 


injury that she had—if I gave 
her to somebody, Fd be afraid 
that they'd destroy her. 

I had all these filhes— 
Radica Gal and Skibo and 
Findinapleasure—that I kind 
of like. And maybe there wasn't 
that kind of appreciation to sell 
them, so I kept them. 

Q: Do you think about get¬ 
ting a breeding farm of your 
own? 

A: No. Bill does a pretty good 
job, and you have to be careful 
how diversified you get. I've 
got to watch my own sanity. 
Because I don't go into some¬ 
thing fleetingly. Like there's not 
a horse that I have, that I can't 
teU you what's wrong with the 
horse, and where the horse is, 
and how the horse will do, and 
even where the horse should 
be run. 

Q: Do you have anybody 
working for you, to help keep 
track of that information? 

A: I just hired a gentleman who 
will help me put the horses 
in. We'll go over the entries, 
and he'll put them in. He'll 
talk to the racing secretaries. 
His name is John Morrissey. 
He was the racing secretary at 
Suffolk Downs. 

Q: Are you interested in 
becoming involved at a dif¬ 
ferent level, maybe aiming to 
win the Kentucky Derby? 

A: There's an idea out there that 
Mike GiU just has a bunch of 
claimers. What if I told you that 
last year I bought more 2-year- 
olds in training than anybody in 
the world? When I was buying 
those horses I saw myself in 
the Kentucky Derby. 

When people ask me about 
buying horses, I start saying 
this: If you think you've got a 
business plan, and it is buying 
a lottery ticket, thinking I'm 
going to be rich because I'm 
going to buy a lottery ticket, 
that's the equivalent of saying 
I'm going to win the Kentucky 
Derby. 

I'm going to go to a 2-year- 
old sale, and I'm going to look 
at these horses, and I'm going 
to make wise judgments on 


their values. I'm not going to 
say, ‘‘I'm buying the Kentucky 
Derby winner." Beheve me, 
that is the end game, but I'm 
going to make wise decisions. 

I protested, and didn't 
[buy at the 2-year-old sales 
this year]. That's because the 
NATC [National Association 
of Two-Year-Old Consignors] 
ran their races [restricted to 
sales horses] at Delaware. I had 
Forest Music. She could have 
run backwards and won that 
race. I thought they shouldn't 
have done that. They should 
have supported me. So I said 
I'm boycotting that. If you're in 
business, and another company 
tried to hurt you, would you do 
business with them? I look like 
this hard ass that turns around 
. . . The bottom line is, that's 
the real world. I had 50 NATC 
horses that I couldn't run. 

Q: You bought that many? 
How many did you buy? 

A: Oh, 46,47. Close to a $6 mil¬ 
lion investment. Forest Music, 
Pawyne Princess, White Moun¬ 
tain Boy, Kiowa Prince, King 
Carlos [all stakes horses]— 
these were aU products of the 
sales. So I actually did pretty 
good. 

Q: At a seminar on race horse 
buying held at Timonium 
this spring, you talked about 
learning from your mistakes. 
Can you expand on that? 

A: Absolutely. See what I 
did was, early on in these sales I 
would try to find the athlete. 
There were a lot of times when 
I took the big, good-looking 
horse. I bought so many horses. 

Over those two years, I 
must have had close to 70 2- 
year-olds. And I kept going 
over them, and saying: “He 
didn't make it, he didn't make 
it, he didn't make it." Until 
finally I went through all the 
tapes. I think of the first seven 
who didn't make it, there were 
six of the seven biggest horses 
I owned. I looked at this. The 
little horses—City Fire, Snow 
Eagle, aU sound, kept running. 

One, they set them down so 
early, so hard, that they almost 
develop problems by the time 
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NO HIDDEN PASSION 

B eing married to the world’s winningest Thoroughbred 
race horse owner was unplanned, for Sarah Gill. But 
she can’t say his passion for the horse business came as 
a surprise. 

“I remember the first words Mike’s father said to 
me when I met him,” said Sarah Gill. “Mike and I were 
already hopelessly in love. 

“His father said: ^ou know he’s a genius?’ I said, ‘I 
know that.’ 

“He said: ‘But you know what his downfall is? Have 
you figured that out?’ 

“I said: ‘No, I haven’t.’ And he said: ‘Race horses.’” 


you buy them. You make them 
do things that maybe they don’t 
want to do, and they want to do 
a lot. It’s a real jack in the box. 
When I look at horses now, I’m 
looking for balance, an athlete, 
but I’m not looking for that 
big horse. 

Q: Who is the best horse you 
ever had? 

A: I think it might be Forest 
Music. As many good ones as 
I’ve had, and I’ve had some 
good ones. This filly—in the 
sale, she worked :20%. I’ve 
never seen a horse work that 
fast. But she chipped, in the 
bree 2 e. Again, it was too early. 
She was extremely immature. 
I bought her for $325,000 [at 
the 2003 Fasig-Tipton Florida 
Two-Year-Olds in Training 
sale]. This fiUy should have sold 
for $1.325 million. We took the 
chip out. Came right off the 
top and there was no damage. 
Gave her the time and ran her 
kind of a lot in the year. She 
ran 1:08%, in hand. Ran the 
fastest maiden special weight, 
male or female, in 92 years of 
Laurel, and the fastest Beyer 
number of any 2-year-old, male 
or female, in the country. We 
did aU the right things getting 
her there, and then got stupid, 
turned around and said let’s go 
to the Breeders’ Cup [Gill’s first 
Breeder’s Cup starter. Forest 
Music showed early speed 
before finishing last in the 
14-horse field for the Juvenile 
FiUies-Gl at Santa Anita]. We 
knew she was a freak. But she 
was a little sick, flew across the 
country. She wasn’t ready yet. 
She came back from there, she 
was sound again, we ran her a 
couple of times. We just blew 
her mind. 

I said “Mark, take her back, 
how ever long she needs to 
mature.” She was always sound. 
We brought her back in the 
Miss Preakness Stakes [Grade 
3, which she won at Pimlico on 
May 14], for the first and then 
we ran her here at Monmouth 
in the Crank It Up Stakes; she 
won that bent in half, in 56 and 
4 on the mud. She was slip¬ 
ping and sliding, she couldn’t 
even grab the track, and stiU 
almost broke the track record. 


No one knows how fast this 
fiUy is. She might be one of the 
fastest horses ever. You’ve got 
to know I’ve had thousands of 
horses, hterally thousands, and 
they’ve broken track records 
multiple times. This one is 
going to put on a show. It’s aU 
coming together. 

Q: Could you talk about the 
state-bred programs and 
how they factor into your 
structure? 

A: They’re part of my long¬ 
term planning. I started see¬ 
ing that in time, whatever deal 
the [Maryland racing industry] 
makes with the state, they will 
do something for the breeding 
industry. So I started having 
Maryland-breds. And I start¬ 
ed buying a lot of Maryland- 
breds. White Mountain Boy is a 
Maryland-bred. Move to Strike. 
So I started getting Maryland- 
breds even then, knowing I 
was probably a little ahead of 
the game. My plan was to go 
into auctions looking for the 
Maryland and Pennsylvania- 
breds. I have more Maryland- 
breds than anybody. 


Q: And the Maryland Mil¬ 
lion? 

A: I’ve got them in every 
[Maryland Million] race. I don’t 
win them, but I’m in them. 
Even my claiming is with the 
Maryland Million in mind. 

Q: So you try to spend your 
money wisely? 

A: I do. And I’m getting wiser. 
I’m much more aware of 
residual value. I go to these 
sales, and I look at aU these 
horses. I’ve got a handful of 
guys that I’ve got to compete 
with. There’s only two or three 
guys who really spend money. 
What they do is, they want it all 
perfect. The problem is, 2-year- 
olds in February, when I buy 
them, two months later, five 
months later, most of the time 
you StiU don’t know who they’re 
going to be. They don’t know 
who they’re going to be yet. But 
if you have these guys chasing 
this one, this one and this one, 
and overpaying for it. . . 

What are you going to do 
with the horse? The tax laws 
are, you can depreciate him in 
half So if you pay $100,000, 


and deduct $50,000, what does 
a horse have to be to be worth 
$50,000? Not that much, real¬ 
ly. He wins a maiden special 
weight, wins a one-other-than. 
You seU him for $35,000 or 
$40,000. And you got out on 
the horse and you didn’t take a 
giant risk. Rather than buy that 
one horse for $3 million. I’ll 
buy 30 horses for $3 mUHon. 
How many times is that one 
horse you’re not paying atten¬ 
tion to, the horse? 

My idea this coming Febru¬ 
ary is maybe buying 60, 70 of 
them. I’m going to do it in 
numbers. And don’t get crazy 
with any one. 

Q: Do you see yourself mak¬ 
ing serious money in the busi¬ 
ness five years from now? 

A: Here’s the thing, I already 
make serious money. So I don’t 
need to make that. If I can 
break even and pay the bUIs, 
I’m happy. Break even is the 
most important thing. Break 
even means you’re not going 
out of business. Then you have 
something that can live forever. 

Q: How close are you to 
breaking even? 

A: I’d say. . . 75 percent there. 
For instance, if Maryland gets 
slot machines, and Philly gets 
slot machines, I think I’m there. 
I think it’s going to happen. I 
really do. I can’t see how it’s 
not going to happen. Like I 
teU people, it’s the best secret 
in America—^I make money at 
Charles Town. The money I do 
make, I just put back into horses 
anyhow. I have never taken 
money out of a horse account. 
I’ve put it in a few times, but 
never taken money out. 

That’s why I didn’t want 
to focus on one race track. I 
wanted to put business prin¬ 
ciples together, at different 
race tracks. I’m smart enough 
to know that you can’t have 
400 horses running at one race 
track. It’s not good for the race 
track, and it’s not good for 
me, because I can’t win enough 
races. The secret to making 
money is to find a way to make 
money, and duplicate it. That’s 
what I’m trying to do. Trying 
to multiply. 
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Right now, racing is in the 
middle of a change. 

Q: For the better? 

A: For the commoner. I am a 
commoner. And why I don’t fit 
is that the average guy feels kind 
of funny about me, because I 
do have money, but Fm buy¬ 
ing horses. So there’s a certain 
natural resentment. 

When the slot machines 
come into the racing industry, 
and claiming horses could be a 
profitable investment, that wiU 
bring in the American business¬ 
man. I see myself sometimes as 
a pioneer. If I can show you a 
way that we can make money, 
rather than trying to put me out 
of business—^if they embraced 
me as an American business¬ 
man trying to make money in 
this business, they could turn 
around and have more of what 
Ido. 

I could very well get lost in 
the crowd in time. I pioneered 
this, I built a bridge. Everybody 
goes over the bridge, and I’m 
just one of the guys. 

If I was going to win the 
Eclipse Award, what I want¬ 
ed to tell people was, I think 
we should aU stand back and 
appreciate the claiming horse 
more. Who fills your races? 
Who runs harder? Who tries 
harder? Maybe the person who 
owns that $25,000 claiming 
horse, he’s trying to pay his rent. 
That horse represents food on 
the table. This might be this 
person’s hvekhood—the horse 
and the person. I think the 
business has to do that. They 
can’t turn up their nose to the 
claiming business. I think that’s 
where slot machines are going 
to help, too, because they’re 
going to make the claiming 
horse a viable commodity. 

As time goes on, I think I’m 
going to be more accepted. I 
even think now things are get¬ 
ting a tittle better. People, as a 
whole, are fair. Give them time 
to figure it out for themselves. 
They get a tittle piece here, and 
a tittle piece here. Or they meet 
you, or they talk to you. People 
who meet me and talk to me 
say, ^Wou’re not the person I 
thought you were.” 


Q: Do you find homes for 
your horses when they finish 
racing? 

A: We find homes for all of 
them. We’re able to give them 
away. A lot of breeders and 
people who owned horses will 
write me and call me and ask 
when the horse retires, can we 
have him back. We keep track 
of that. I have a $2,500 horse 
they keep calling me on, but 
he keeps winning. I said: ‘‘The 
minute he loses, we’ll give him 
to you.” 

Q: Do you ever get tired? You 
seem like you have bound¬ 
less energy 

A: At night. I’m just tired of 
thinking. I’m here, and I’m 
here and I’m here. I divide up 
my brain in so many pieces, 
and I do get tired. I have to 
ask myself—I treat my horses 
better than I do myself I’ve 
had problems with knees, 
and health, sometimes. I need 
somebody, my wife does this, 
to protect me against myself, 
because in my mind. I’m inde¬ 
structible. I don’t know how 
to do it differently. I want to 
turn around and say I have no 
regrets. Even the worst things 
in my life, would I change? Not 
necessarily. 

Q: Do you enjoy betting on 
horses? 

A: I rarely bet on a horse. I’ll 
go months without betting on 
a horse. 

Q: And then are you a small 
bettor? 

A. I guess it’s aU relative. If 
I’m betting. I’ll bet thousands 
of dollars. As things evolve, it 
takes a lot to get you excited. 
Or sometimes it’s the tittlest 
things that get you excited. But 
you have to find what they 
are. With me, it’s—I’m trying 
to break the world record, for 
wins and money won. 

The wins might not be bro¬ 
ken for a long time, at least 
while I’m here. My kids can 
open the Guinness Book of World 
Records and say that was Dad. 
Someday they’ll tell their chil¬ 
dren: “You know your grandfa¬ 
ther had the world record?” ^

Calm, cool, collected— 
well, most of the time— 
horses (known in the 
vernacular as ponies) who 
accompany race horses on 
the track receive precious 
little recognition for their 
often-chaiienging duties. 
And the stories they couid 
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BUnERSCOTCH 

N O other pony has ever attracted more attention than 
trainer John Servis’s bay gelding Butterscotch, who 
was photographed countless times alongside Someday 
Farm’s Smarty Jones as the Philadelphia Park-based colt pre¬ 
pared for his engagements in the spring classics. 

A full-blooded Quarter Horse, 23-year-old Butterscotch 
has been owned by Servis for 16 years. He was instrumental 
in helping the nervous, high-strung Smarty Jones become 
a more professional campaigner, accompanying him from 
Oaklawn Park to Keeneland to Churchill Downs to Pimlico 
and then to Belmont Park for his important races. 

‘A lead pony like Butterscotch is a big part of a stable,” 
said Servis. ‘‘If you get a horse that’s getting a little shook up, 
sometimes you put them alongside a pony and they’U settle 
right down. Butterscotch has been through a lot with Smarty. 
He’s taken a lot, and he’s not young.” 

Servis said that before the Arkansas Derby, Smarty would 
abuse Butterscotch on his daily trips to and from the race 
track. 

“He would bite and kick at Butterscotch, and poor 
Butterscotch was scared to death,” said Servis. Eventually, 
however, the older horse had a calming effect on the 3-year- 
old, and Servis said they developed a good relationship. 

After the Triple Crown campaign. Butterscotch left 
Servis’s barn and entered a well-deserved retirement at 
Shirley Lojeski’s farm in Quaker town. Pa. 

Unlike other lead ponies at Philadelphia Park, Butterscotch 
didn’t work in the afternoons escorting horses in the post 
parade and to the starting gate. In fact. Butterscotch didn’t 
really have the temperament to be a good lead pony, where 
he would have to take plenty of physical pounding race after 
race. All of his work was done in the morning with Servis 
on his back. 

“He’s got his own quirks, and there were riders in my barn 
who didn’t like to get on him,” said Servis. “He’s high energy 
for a lead pony.” 

Butterscotch had the honor of carrying NBC analyst and 
former jockey Donna Barton Brothers as she caught up to 
Smarty Jones after the Preakness and interviewed winning 
rider Stewart EUiott. Butterscotch was stirred up by the 
crowd and the noise, and threw his head around during the 
broadcast. 

Brothers later said that midway through the interview, she 
noticed Smarty Jones pin his right ear. Then Butterscotch 
moved away. 

“I thought, ‘Oh, great, on national TV, in the middle of 
the interview. I’m going to get this 23-year-old pony kicked,”’ 
she told the Philadelphia Inquirer. 

Brothers moved Butterscotch up, just out of range of 
Smarty’s hindquarters, and a crisis was averted. 

Butterscotch’s pluck is what endeared him to Servis.

R ac 'n Jil has been on 
the race track for 
nearly 20 years. Born 
in 1985, the son of The 
Cool Virginian ran 79 times 
and won 14 races, earning 
$101,841. After retiring, he 
became outrider BiU (Rudy) 
Rudolph’s regular mount. 
When Rudolph retired, pony 
girl Jody Murphy had her 
perfect horse. 

‘‘He’s awesome,” Murphy 
said. “He knows his job very, 
very well. He’s older than aU 
of us and knows his job bet¬ 
ter than aU of us.” 

Murphy, a 19-year veter¬ 
an, owns three ponies—Jil, 
Shine and Reds. Each one 
does six months at the track 
and then goes to the farm 
for six months. Jil, the only 
Thoroughbred of the three, 
stiU thinks like an athlete. 

“He’s hke an old race 
horse,” Murphy said. “When 
you go to brush him, he 
reaches around and bites 
you, pins his ears. When he 
eats, he bites his feed tub, 
the wall. That’s just him. He 
hasn’t forgotten his old race 
horse days.” 

Jil works eight or nine 
races a day every racing day 
in Maryland. Murphy and 
her ponies take a break while 
Colonial runs its summer 
meet. She has great respect 
for Jil, who makes her job 
easy. 

“He’s Hke a fine oiled 
machine all the time,” 
Murphy said. “It’s Hke any¬ 
thing else, if they Hke their 
job they’re going to do a 
good job. You basicaUy sit 
on him and let him do his 
work. It makes it nice when 
you sit on a horse so wiU- 
ing, and who Hkes what he 
does.” 

Jil hasn’t forgotten his 
stint as an outrider’s horse— 
picking up loose horses. 

“He’s alert, paying atten¬ 
tion. He’s a really good out¬ 


riding horse,” Murphy said. 
“When something gets loose, 
his ears are pricked and his 
heart’s pounding. He’s ready to 
go to town.” 

Town sometimes means the 
quarter pole gap at Laurel. 


“As soon as I get rid of my 
horse at the gate and gaUop 
back to the gap, he Hkes to fly,” 
Murphy said. “That’s his gig— 
he Hkes to know that he can stiU 
show his speed. You have to let 
him do it.” /Sean Clancy

DIESEL 

e’s called ^‘Old Reliable’’ 
by the closely knit group 
of lead riders who inhabit 
Pony Barn A at the far end 
of the Philadelphia Park back- 
stretch. But to his owner, 
Brandy Steenson, the 28-year- 
old half-draft/half-Quarter 
Horse gelding is known simply 
as ‘‘Diesel.” A nearly white flea- 
bitten gray, the pony offers only 
one clue to his age, and that’s a 
shght sway in his back. 

“He’s my partner and my 
friend,” said Steenson. “He’s a 
good old man. He’s worth his 
weight in gold, and he’ll be with 


me until God decides it’s time 
for him to go.” 

Diesel has been a lead pony 
for much of his hfe, having 
worked at tracks in New Jersey 
and at Philadelphia Park for 
three different owners before 
being purchased by Steenson 
four years ago. 

At 1,400 pounds, Diesel can 
take a lot of pounding, but 
is always a perfect gentleman, 
one critical requirement for a 
good lead pony. Whether it be 
a young nervous 2-year-old or 
a rambunctious older horse, 
Diesel takes it all in stride, 
absorbing the bites and kicks 
and body slams with nary a 
sideward glance. 

On May 15, Diesel ponied 
the most prestigious race of his 


long hfe—escorting Vincent 
Papandrea’s Little Matth Man 
to the post for the Preakness. 

“It was great that he got 
that recognition, because he’s 
been doing his job so well 
for so long,” said Steenson. 
“He thought that big crowd 
was there for him, and looked 
around and acted hke King 
Tut.” 

Now in his golden years, 
Diesel stiU does his fair share 
of work at Philadelphia Park 
each racing day, ponying five or 
six races in all types of weather, 
be it free 2 ing cold or bhstering 
heat. In hot weather, Steenson 
might only work him two out 
of the four hve racing days 
each week. When it’s very cold, 
he has a special three-quarter 



blanket that’s waterproof 
outside and made of Irish 
wool inside. 

He’s pampered and fussed 
over by Steenson, who gives 
him a special “senior feed,” 
plus kelp, sweet feed and 
plenty of hay. The gregari¬ 
ous gray will basically eat 
anything, said his owner, 
including bananas and hot 
dogs. 

“For his age, he’s in won¬ 
derful condition,” she said. 
“He’s very sound and has 
a wonderful temperament. 
Although at just over 15.2 
hands he just makes it, si 2 e- 
wise, for a lead pony, the fact 
that he’s three-feet wide helps 
him withstand the blows that 
ponies often take.” 

Steenson said that Diesel 
also has fans on the race 
track frontside, especial¬ 
ly children, who feed him 
treats between races and take 
pictures of him. 

“When he’s not enjoy¬ 
ing his work anymore, when 
he doesn’t show any more 
enthusiasm or prance on 
the track, he’ll spend the 
rest of his days on a farm,” 
Steenson said. “He’U always 
have a special place in my 
heart.” 


SPLASH 

A h, youth. 

At age 5, Splash is one 
of the youngest mem¬ 
bers of the Philadelphia 
Park lead pony contingent, 
but he has taken to his new 
profession with exuberance 
and the skill of a veteran. 

He also arrived at Phila¬ 
delphia via some unusual 
circumstances. 

In mid-2003, his new 
owner, Michelle Peoples, had 
been searching for a Paint 
horse in the Pennsylvania/ 
New Jersey area, but wasn’t 
having much success. So 
she turned to the Internet, 
and found the Web site 
Dreamhorse.com, where 
people from across the coun- 
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tty post pictures and descrip¬ 
tions of horses for sale. 

‘d read Splash’s ad, and 
he sounded really nice, just 
what I wanted,” said Peoples. 
‘‘But he was all the way out in 
Washington state, so I called 
the people and talked to them 
and had a veterinarian out 
there look at him. What really 
made me think he might be 
a good candidate for a lead 
pony is that he was used for 
elk hunting—he’d packed an 
elk on a hunting trip. I figured 
if he could carry a dead elk, 
he must be a pretty nice young 
horse.” 


Splash was vanned across 
country from Washington 
to Kentucky, and then from 
Kentucky to Philadelphia 
Park. Peoples remembered 
that she was “very nervous” 
about seeing him for the first 
time on August 29, 2003. 

“When I saw him, I was 
very happy—^he was exactly 
hke the pictures I’d seen,” she 
said. What she saw was a beau¬ 
tiful Paint with one blue eye 
and one brown, highlighted 
with splashes of white on his 
neck and his body. 

Her next job was to teach 
him to become a lead pony. 


CHICO 

M emo Gracida is in the 
Polo HaU of Fame and 
has won 14 U.S. Open 
Championships. Michael Mat 2 
rode on the U.S. Equestrian 
Team and last year trained 
Kicken Kris to win the Grade 
1 Secretariat Stakes. 

Now meet Chico, the 
horse they shared. Chico’s 
accomplishments range from 
winning races in Panama to 
carrying Mat 2 to the training 
track at Fair HiU. 

When Mat 2 wintered at 
Palm Beach Downs in Florida 
several years ago, he went 
in search of a lead pony. 
Gracida, his friend, offered 
him a polo pony who need¬ 
ed to get legged up for the 
upcoming polo season. 

Mat 2 rode the pony every 
day and loved him. He asked 
Gracida if he’d sell him. 

“Yeah, he’s for sale,” 
Gracida said. “$25,000.” 

“Can you get me a cheaper 
model?” Matz asked. 

Chico showed up the next 
day for $1,500 and Matz had 
himself a pony. That was 
about five years ago. 


“He won hke seven or 
eight races in Panama. I guess 
he had a dropped hip from 
an accident somewhere and 
he just wasn’t a good enough 
polo pony,” Matz said. “But 
he’s done really nice for me. 
He was 7 when I bought him, 
so I guess he’s 11 or 12 now.” 

Chico looks better than 
most ponies. His bay coat 
shines while leading a set to 
the track; he looks fit enough 
to run and strong enough to 
bully any race horse banging 
into his side. 

“The worst part is when 
he eats too much and doesn’t 
do enough work but on the 
whole, he’s pretty good,” 
Matz said. “He stumbles a lot, 
bites at the other horses. He 
certainly has his faults. He’s 
not the ideal pony, but he’s 
good enough that he can do 
all the things you want. For a 
Thoroughbred anyway.” 

Where would Chico rank 
on Matz’s list of favorite 
mounts, a group that includes 
some of the classiest horses 
in the world? 

“Well, right now he’s my 
number one,” Matz said with 
a laugh. “He’s all I have to 
choose from.” /Sean Clancy 


“Splash was only green- 
broke, and I had to teach him to 
neck-rein,” she said. However, 
he quickly proved that, despite 
his youth, he was able to han¬ 
dle not only the sights and 
sounds of the race track, but 
the physical demands of the 
Thoroughbreds he accompa¬ 
nied to the starting gate. 

It was actually Pete Van 
Trump, best known as the reg¬ 
ular exercise rider of Smarty 
Jones, who discovered that 
Splash had the temperament 
and intelligence for the profes¬ 
sion Peoples was pointing him 
for. Van Trump had him on 


the race track during an after¬ 
noon of racing shortly after 
he arrived, and he showed the 
calm demeanor that aU good 
lead ponies need. 

“Splash is good with all 
different types of horses, 
even those that rear up,” said 
Peoples. “I’ve worked him all 
10 races on the card, and he 
acts hke an old pro. 

“I love him,” she said. “Now 
that I’ve had such a great expe¬ 
rience buying a horse on the 
Internet, I’d do it all over 
again.” /Unda Doughery

JASON 

T he story of Jason began 
more than 25 years ago, 
with best friends Karen 
Przybyla and Joanne Olmert. 

The two met on the track 
in the early 1980s and quickly 
became friends while plying 
their trade of ponying in the 
mornings and afternoons at 
the Maryland tracks. One day, 
about 16 years ago, Przybyla 
was introduced to Olmerfs 
new pony 

‘‘Joanne said, ‘Go down 
the aisle and take a look at 
him,’” remembered Przybyla. 
“I finally came to a stall and 
aU I saw was a little brown and 


white thing; he was just a head 
on sticks for legs,” she laughs, 
recalling her first encounter 
with Jason as a yearling. 

The small but brawny 
three-color (white, black and 
brown) tobiano Paint grew up 
to be an exceptional lead pony. 
“He is very steady, bomb 
proof—one of the finest ani¬ 
mals Pve ever dealt with,” said 
Przybyla. “It takes a lot to 
make a pony, and all the credit 
goes to Joanne.” 

Przybyla, 52, a regular on 
the track for 32 years who 
now works primarily in the 
afternoons, took over Jason’s 
care following tragedy and a 
promise. 


T he chesmut horse get¬ 
ting a bath outside Tim 
Ritchey’s Delaware Park 
barn looks different from the 
rest. But it’s hard to say why. 

He’s either a bad-looking 
Thoroughbred or a great¬ 
looking other breed. He’s got 
scars down his neck and across 
his back hke Rocky Marciano 
after a 15-round bender. He’s 
gripping a washing plunger 
in his mouth. He’s wearing 
a red nylon halter and he’s 
the only horse still outside at 
10:30 a.m. 

The hfe of a lead pony. 
T-Boo (pronounced Tee 
Bo) goes out on every set, on 
every morning. He’s the first 
one out and the last one in. 
Ritchey watches his 45-horse 
string from atop T-Boo, whom 
he purchased at Fair Grounds 
in New Orleans about five 
years ago. T-Boo gallops with 
some sets, jogs with others and 
simply watches the rest. 

Ritchey’s assistant, Geoff 
Brutscher, respects T-Boo’s 
role in the barn. 

“He growls, he snarls, he 
swishes his tail but as far as 
lead ponies go, he’s great,” 
Brutscher said. “They can 


“Our animals are like chil¬ 
dren,” said Przybyla. “And 
Joanne and I made a pact that 
if anything ever happened to 
one of us, we would adopt the 
other’s horses.” 

Sadly, the pact was fulfilled 
after Olmert was murdered by 
her boyfriend in May 1998. 

“I took over the respon- 
sibihty of Joanne’s horses,” 
said Przybyla. “But I feel Hke 
she’s not reaUy gone, and I’m 
taking care of Jason until she 
gets back. She’s with me aU the 
time because of him. 

“Jason is adorable and a 
real charmer,” said Przybyla. 
“He has created fans. When 
kids from my neighborhood 


bash him around and he never 
bats an eye. He’ll get ornery 
with some of them but some 
of them need it. He’s got a 
good Hfe. It’s a hard Hfe but it’s 
a good Hfe.” 

Is he a Thoroughbred? 

A tattoo is there under his 
Hp—number 352. Okay, he’s 
no Thoroughbred. Maybe 
a Quarter Horse, maybe a 
Western horse. Either way, 
he’s a great lead pony. 

But he does hold grudges. 

T-Boo dealt with a run¬ 
away that Ritchey trained a 
few years ago. Every day, T- 
Boo would get bashed around 
while ponying the horse and 
rider. Once a week, Ritchey 
would let the horse gallop 
alone. When he mrned the 
horse loose and the horse gal¬ 
loped off, T-Boo would reach 
over and bite him on the way 
past. 

FinaUy, Ritchey sent the 
horse to the farm. He came 
back several months later. 

“T-Boo saw him coming 
down the shedrow, he pinned 
his ears and went after him,” 
Brutscher said. “He remem¬ 
bered him. He hated that 
horse.” /Sean Clancy 


learn I have horses, I take 
them to meet Jason. They love 
him. I can sit a child on him. 
He’s darHng.” 

But Jason is aU business in 
the afternoons. “He knows 
how to work a horse,” contin¬ 
ued Przybyla. “And with first¬ 
time starters, he’s the one I 
use. Young horses don’t feel 
threatened by him.” 

Przybyla, married to senior 
outrider Eddie Przybyla, who 
introduced her to the track 
when they first met, has three 
ponies stabled on the back- 
stretch. In addition to Jason, 
there are Courtney, a 17- 
year-old Appaloosa gelding 
Przybyla purchased as a year- 
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Connie’s Devil at Laurel Park last winter.

ling shortly before Olmert 
acquired Jason, and Raven, a 
26-year-old Thoroughbred by 
What Luck who raced under 
the name Jug o' Luck. 

‘TVe tried retiring Raven, 
but he loves the track and 
loves the routine. He doesn't 
hke to be turned out," said 
Pr 2 ybyla. She rotates the 
schedule for her horses, who 
work approximately six races 
a day, and notes they will con¬ 
tinue to work as long as they 
are happy. 

‘T always say ^ou have to 
hve life for someone else,' and 
I've been living my life for 
my animals. It's a blessing to 
be able to do what I do," said 
Pr 2 ybyla. /Cindy Deubler

OOPSTER 

O opster, a former race 
horse, has a budding 
career as an outrider's 
pony. StiU, it won't be easy 
for him to live down the inci¬ 
dent on October 17, 2003, 
that aired on TVG Network's 
‘Wild Rides of the Week." 

A handsome, stocky gray 
11-year-old son of Norques- 
tor, Oopster made his career 
in sprint races, winning or 
placing in 29 of 48 starts and 
earning $164,014. His breed¬ 
er/owner, Everett Ayers, 
wanted Oopster to have a 
productive hfe after racing, 
and offered him to Maryland 
outrider Doug Leatherman 
following his retirement in 
2001 . 

“It's ama 2 ing how quickly 
they adapt to a new career, 
after years of being a race 
horse," said Leatherman, 
who parlayed a 15-year pony¬ 
ing career into that of a full¬ 
time outrider a little over a 
year ago. 

After months of work¬ 
ing in the mornings, Oopster 
made the shift to afternoons 
late in the summer in 2003. 
Then, on a seemingly routine 


October race day, Leatherman 
believes Oopster had a flash¬ 
back to his racing days. 

Laurel's seventh race, a five 
and a half-furlong turf allow¬ 
ance, drew a large field of 10. 
Leatherman had Oopster fac¬ 
ing the gate near the outer rail 
while the field was loading, and 
turned him when the last run¬ 
ner went in. Just as the gates 
were about to spring open, 
Oopster got excited and broke 
off across the mrf course. At 
that exact moment, the field 
was released. 


“He was heading for the 
rail, a position he often had 
while racing, and I knew that 
there was room for him down 
there," recalled Leatherman. 

Luckily, Oopster and 
Leatherman were far enough 
ahead of the field, and got to 
the rail quickly enough, that 
they did not seriously impede 
the runners. 

The incident resulted in 
a stewards' inquiry, however, 
and a decision that Oopster 
may not stand in front of the 
gate for turf races. 


Oopster has worked the 
morning shift since last fall, 
and is blossoming in his duties. 
“He stands out there in the 
mornings—watching and lis¬ 
tening." said Leatherman. 
And on a recent morning at 
Colonial Downs, he was a 
hero. “Oopster caught a loose 
horse [out on the track] who 
had lost his bridle, and was out 
of control with a rider up," 
Leatherman explained, then 
added, “Outriders are only as 
good as the horse they are rid¬

Moneytrain 
rolls into 
limelight at 


Colonial 


S teeplechasing was part of 
the full meet at Colonial 
Downs, with two hurdle 
races carded on each Sunday 
June 13 through July 18. Heavy 
on maiden and allowance races, 
the schedule helped identify 
future stars and none shined 
more brightly during the first 
three Sundays than Moneytrain 
(Get). 

A German import trained 
by Jonathan Sheppard for Hud¬ 
son River Farms, Moneytrain 
steamed to a 12-length victory 
in a $25,000 allowance hurdle 
on June 13. The 5-year-old 
stalked the pace, took over 
leaving the backstretch, and 
was never touched while coast-

ing across the line under Dani¬ 
elle Hodsdon for a mile and 
seven-eighths course record of 
3:22.83. 

Sheppard, who purchased 
Moneytrain through an agent 
last year, called the win a pay¬ 
off for plenty of effort by 
Hodsdon and the rest of the 
stable. 

‘‘He had problems with his 
confidence, although he showed 
some ability in his works,’’ said 
the trainer. “Jumping-wise, he 
wanted to rush his fences— 
take off as fast as he could go 
and then slam on the brakes 
and sort of pop over them. We 
schooled him at Saratoga [last 
summer] and it wasn’t pretty.”

Instead of forcing the issue, 
Sheppard sent Moneytrain back 
for extra lessons after trying 
one start (a fifth-place finish) 
last fall. 

“We schooled him alone 
quite a bit,” he said. “We’d seen 
him school head and head and 
we knew that was a bad idea. 
We schooled him in behind 
horses. We basically had to re¬ 
break him.” 

Moneytrain (who won once 
in five Enghsh hurdle starts 
before being imported) re¬ 
turned to racing with an Atlan¬ 
tic City flat win on May 19, and 
aimed for Colonial’s allowance 
for non-winners of one other 
than. 

“I wasn’t sure if he was ready 
to put on a performance like he 
did—^it was pretty impressive,” 
said Sheppard, who was think¬ 
ing of bigger things. 

“Maybe he can make the step 
forward. I’m thinking about the 
Turf Writers (a Grade 1 race on 
September 2 at Saratoga). I’m 
not saying he’ll be an Eclipse 
Award winner, but if we can 
teach him to relax, teach him 
to jump consistently and teach 
him to listen to his rider, he can 
be a nice horse.” 

Beyond Moneytrain, Colo¬ 
nial saw nice maiden wins from 
Statement (Ire), Shady Valley 
and Northern Fantasy. 


Owned by Brigadoon 
Stable, Irish-bred Statement 
graduated at first asking for 
trainer Doug Fout on June 20. 
The 4-year-old son of Singspiel 
(Ire) went right to the front in 
the field of 12 and scored by 
five and a quarter lengths over 
Irish Prince (NZ) for jockey 
Matt McCarron. 

“He slammed on the brakes 
out schooling so I decided to 
break him off sharp in case he 
did it again, because I didn’t 
want to end up trailed off last,” 
said McCarron. “Of course, 
that’s not what happened. He 
flew the first and jumped like 
an old horse the rest of the 
way. He didn’t get the educa¬ 
tion we wanted, but he ran 
great and a win is a win.” 

AchiUe Guest’s Northern 
Fantasy opened the meet with a 
maiden hurdle score for trainer 
Kathy Neilson and jockey Rob 
Massey. The 8-year-old son of 
Northern Baby rallied from far 
back to catch Shady Valley late 
and win by a length and a 
half as the 5-2 favorite. Placed 
in three previous hurdle starts. 
Northern Fantasy timed his 
final charge perfectly 

“He’s much better with 
speed in front of him,” said 
Massey. “He needs something 
to run at rather than have them 
run at him. At Fair HiU [a 
third], I arrived there and they

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came back to me and ran at 
me” 

Two weeks later, Northern 
Fantasy's win got even better as 
runner-up Shady Valley scored 
his maiden victory for Anne 
Haynes and husband/trainer 
Bruce Haynes. Tom Foley sent 
the 5-year-old to the front, and 
never looked back in a three 
and a half-length win over 
Dreadnaught. 

“It's about time,” Haynes 
said. “I was very happy with 
him. He was due, of course, but 
he's a real nice horse. He's been 
ready to run over jumps since 
he was 3, and I was just waiting 
for the nod from his owner.” 

Shady Valley joined the 
Haynes stable, based in Bris¬ 
tol, Tenn., when Anne spent 
$20,000 to buy the son of Carni- 
valay at the 2000 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern FaU yearhng 
sale. Bred in Pennsylvania by 
Nina Gardner, Shady Valley 
(out of a Waquoit mare) won 
twice on the flat and finished 
third in two Pennsylvania-bred 
flat stakes on the turf last year. 
He woke up his hurdle career 
with the second to Northern 
Fantasy after three losses ear- 
her this season. 

Three Rose Stable's Alkali 
Ike, a Maryland-bred, won his 
second hurdle race of 2004 
when he ran down Paradise's 
Boss late to take a $20,000 


allowance hurdle for Sheppard 
and Hodsdon. A maiden win¬ 
ner at BrookhiU in early May, 
the son of Gorky Park (Fr) 
(a rare U.S. jump winner who 
turned into a sire) took the 
early lead, allowed Paradise's 
Boss to open a big advantage 
on the final mrn, and rolled 
through the stretch to win by 
three-quarters of a length. 

After failing to finish any 
better than third in five flat 
starts, the 6-year-old has two 
wins, a third and $23,000 
earned in three jump starts. 

BETTER BUSINESS 

With its 12 races. Colonial 
officially hosts more jump races 
than any other American race 
track and has used the steeple¬ 
chase to continue building a fan 
base in the greater Richmond 
area. The steeplechases were 
moved to Sundays this year 
(from Saturdays and Sundays 
in 2003) to help the Saturday 
handle while emphasmng the 
family atmosphere on Sundays. 

“Our Sunday crowds have 
been great, which is a good 
sign,” said Darrell Wood, Colo¬ 
nial's director of pubhc rela¬ 
tions/marketing. “Sunday has 
been more of a family atmo¬ 
sphere than any other day we 
have, and we've used the steeple¬ 
chases to help promote that.”

On Father's Day, Colonial 
attendance hit a solid 3,400, 
while a week later the number 
was 2,600. Wood was looking 
forward to a sohd July 4 crowd 
and another good mrn-out on 
July 11 (with steeple chasing 
teaming up with a Beatles trib¬ 
ute concert) and July 18 (a car 
show). 

Colonial is the site of a 
spring steeplechase meet. Straw¬ 
berry HiU, which draws in 
excess of 20,000 people. The 
connection with summer jump 
racing at the track is a natural. 

“We're interested in getting 
more people here,” said Wood. 


“With Strawberry Hill still 
becoming entrenched at Colo¬ 
nial Downs, it's helping us. 
They draw 20,000 people in 
April to see jump racing and to 
see our facility. To offer six days 
in the summer only helps.” 

NOTES: Saratoga's nine- 
race steeplechase schedule— 
worth nearly $500,000—con¬ 
tinues through September 2, 
with the NSA's traditional fall 
season commencing September 
24 at Pimhco. Other fall high¬ 
lights include Shawan Downs 
on September 25, Far HiUs on 
October 23 and the Colonial 
Cup on November 21. ^

Youngsters 
are famously 
difficult to judge 



Jonathan Sheppard inspected 132 entries at the 70th annuai 
Maryiand Horse Breeders Association Yeariing Show at Timonium. 


L ine up 25 children, all age 
11. Look at them from 
the front, back, sides. Have 
them walk for you. Now pick 
out the fumre professional ath¬ 
letes. 

That’s the way HaU of Fame 
trainer Jonathan Sheppard 
described his assignment as 
judge of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association Yearling 
Show at Timonium on June 
27. Known best as a trainer of 
steeplechasers and mrf horses, 
Sheppard could be excused for 
leaning toward horses destined 
for stamina, long careers and 
races with obstacles. 


But even separating that 
potential is difficult. 

‘‘The early ones are already 
looking tike small race horses,” 
Sheppard said. “They are weU- 
developed, with muscle tone. 
They are a little bit wider and 
more powerful looking. The 
late-developing, staying types 
are the scopier ones. They 
might be narrower, less power¬ 
ful, less developed. Of course, 
the whole thing is complete 
guesswork. If you looked at 
those kids, some would be 
nothing but a bunch of arms 
and legs and others would look 
like miniature quarterbacks.” 


And you still couldn’t pre¬ 
dict with much certainty which 
ones would be the best athletes 
10 years later. 

The difference between a 
future steeplechase horse and 
a future Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
winner might not be readily 
apparent in a year-old horse— 
even to Sheppard’s trained eye. 

Most people’s impression of 
a jumper starts with size. “You 
need a big, strapping horse who 
can carry that weight and go aU 
that distance,” horsemen will 
say. 

But some of the best stee¬ 
plechasers are small. Grade 1 
winner Praise the Prince (NZ) 
would never be called strap¬ 
ping. Champion Highland Bud 
looked small and short-coupled 
compared to some horses. Last 
year’s champion McDynamo 
isn’t huge—he’s just well put 
together. Like kids, they come 
in all shapes and sizes. What’s 
more, just about every jumper 
was bred for something else 
(flat racing), but was converted 
due to myriad factors from con¬ 
formation to racing strategy to 
ownership circumstances. 

Big does not necessarily 
make a steeplechase horse. 

“I don’t particularly like very 
big horses,” said Sheppard. 
“They are harder to keep 
sound, often have wind prob¬ 
lems. With my background, my 
eye is often drawn to them. 
They are more striking and will 
catch your attention.” 

Sheppard’s yearhng sales 
strategy (he attends many sales 
but buys infrequently) usu¬ 
ally starts with the catalogue. 
He finds a pedigree he Hkes, 
then looks at the horse. At 
Timonium, the judge knew 
no pedigrees and went purely 
by appearance as the horses 
appeared before him. 

“It was a learning experi¬ 
ence for me because I had 
never looked at horses hke that 
without knowing their pedi¬ 
grees,” he said. “It was good 
exercise, and I would recom¬ 
mend it to any young trainer 
trying to learn—go to a sale 


and look at the horses without 
using the catalogue.” 

Before joining a list of judges 
that includes legends like 
Lucien Laurin, Mack Miller, 
Horatio Luro, Buddy Raines, 
Syl Veitch, Allen Jerkens, Max 
Hirsch and Elliott Burch, Shep¬ 
pard sought a little advice from 
sales expert Kip Elser, himself 
an ex-steeplechase jockey. 

“He said not to worry, ‘Pick 
out the ones you’d like to take 
home,’” said Sheppard. “It was 
actually quite good advice. Sure 
enough, I mostly picked out 
the big ones. When they are 
yearhngs, it’s tough. Some are 
barely a year old. The choice 
between one that’s 14 hands or 
something that’s muscled and 
strapping and 16 hands is fairly 
easy.” 

Now. Two or three years 
later, who knows? Sheppard 
only learned the pedigrees after 
his final decisions and real¬ 
ized a half-brother to cham¬ 
pion Funny Cide was among 
his cuts. Sheppard scored the 
yearhngs based on several cat¬ 
egories—side view, front view, 
rear view and walk—and each 
yearhng received a total score. 
Further looks reduced each 
class to five, which Sheppard 
ranked in order. 

“I asked ‘What type of 
horse am I supposed to look 
for?’” Sheppard said. “A horse 
that wiU win first time out as a 
2-year-old and a horse that wiU 
win the Kentucky Derby are 
two different things. And horses 
who wiU go on and be good on 
the turf are something else 
entirely. I tried to stick to the 
advice, hke there was one horse 
in each class that I could take 
home. Which one did I want?” 

The grand championship 
went to a son of Two Punch 
and the Wise Times mare Wise 
Baroness—^not necessarily stee¬ 
plechase bloodlines, but who 
knows? Two Punch sired tim¬ 
ber stalwart Kebo Valley, who 
looks hke he could run four 
miles. He also sired top sprinter 
Smoke Glacken. Wise Baroness 
has nary a steeplechase connec¬ 
tion in her pedigree. ^

Lion Hearted 
storms to early 
sire success

T he Fashion Stakes at Bel¬ 
mont Park is named for 
one of American racing’s 
early greats, the 19th century 
race mare Fashion. Born in 
1837, Fashion won 32 of 36 
starts from 3 to 11, including 
two famous matches in New 
York, one against another great 
fiUy, Peytona, and the other 
versus the champion of the 
day, Boston. Fashion was 
inducted into racing’s HaU of 
Fame in 1980. 

Fashion was a New Jersey- 
bred and, by coincidence, so 
is the precocious Chocolate 
Brown, who raised all sorts 
of visions with her victory in 
this year’s Fashion Stakes, the 
East Coast’s first stakes of the 
season for 2-year-olds. 

Bred and raced by Dennis 
Drazin, Chocolate Brown was 
undefeated in her first two 
starts, during which she 
enshrined herself as the first 
starter, first winner and first 
stakes winner for freshman sire 
Lion Hearted, who stands at 
Northview Stallion Station on 
Chesapeake City, Md. 

So now it appears that yet 
another son of Storm Cat is on 
his way as a successful sire. 

Lion Hearted is exactly the 
kind of stallion that Northview 
has had consistent success with 
in the Mid-Atlantic region. Like 
his predecessors Two Punch, 
Pohsh Numbers and Not For 
Love, Lion Hearted has an 
impeccable pedigree, but a race 
record that was a cut below 
top class. 


Bred by the Phipps Stable, 
Lion Hearted is a son of Storm 
Cat, probably the most impor¬ 
tant American sire of the last 
two decades, and his dam was 
the royally bred Cadillacing, 
a Grade 1-winning full sister 
to champion and Belmont 
Stakes-Gl winner Easy Goer 
(by Alydar out of champion 
Relaxing by Buckpasser). At 
the time of Lion Hearted’s 
retirement to stud, Cadillacing 
was already the dam of the 
Futurity Stakes-Gl winner 
StroUing Along, and her foal 
after Lion Hearted was Top 
Fhght Handicap-G2 winner 
Cat Cay. Bloodlines just don’t 
get much better than this. 

There was sire blood here, 
too. Although represented 
by just four crops before his 
death at age 8, Easy Goer sired 
nine stakes winners, six grad¬ 
ed, topped by Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile Fillies Stakes-Gl win¬ 
ner My Flag; Grade 1 Travers 
and Whitney Stakes win¬ 
ner Will’s Way; and Ballerina 
Stakes-Gl winner Furlough. 
StroUing Along, also by unfor¬ 
tunate coincidence dead at an 
early age (6), sired stakes win¬ 
ners in his first and only north¬ 
ern and southern hemisphere 
crops. So the family was also 
producing sires, which scored 
in Lion Hearted’s favor. 

The fly in the ointment was 
that while Lion Hearted’s pedi¬ 
gree was effectively flawless, 
his race record had a few holes 
in it, which was why he was 
standing in Maryland, and not 


in Kentucky. At 2, he start¬ 
ed three times, and broke his 
maiden impressively at Aque¬ 
duct by five lengths. It was 
expected he’d come back much 
improved at 3, but in a dozen 
starts he could only manage 
a pair of wins, both at seven 
furlongs. He accumulated six 
seconds, including two stakes, 
running second behind Yes It’s 
True in the Riva Ridge S takes- 
G2, a seven-furlong race run 
as a supporting feamre on Bel¬ 
mont Stakes day, and second 
behind Successful Appeal in 
the Amsterdam S takes-G3 
going six furlongs at Saratoga. 
Close, and certainly in good 
company, but no cigar. At 4, 
Lion Hearted gave it three 
more tries, and won a six-fur- 
long aUowance at Belmont. But 
no more black type was in his 
future. 

Lion Hearted entered smd in 
2001 at Northview in the midst 
of the rage for sons of Storm 
Cat, who had become the hot¬ 
test commodities around. 
There was good reason for this 
demand, and there still is. First, 
at the time. Storm Cat had just 
completed his second year as 
the leading sire in North 
America (1999 and 2000), 
besides being the leading juve¬ 
nile sire five times (1992, ’93, 
’95, ’98 and ’99). 


Second, and perhaps more 
important, was the fact that 
several sons of Storm Cat were 
already proving successful early 
in their stud careers, stamp¬ 
ing their extremely prepotent 
sire as the next ^‘sire of sires.” 
These included Mountain Cat, 
Tabasco Cat, Harlan, Storm 
Boot, Storm Creek, Future 
Storm, Cattail, Forest Wildcat 
and In Case, who was at that 
time based in Maryland. With 
a whole lineup of stars coming 
behind that, one had appar¬ 
ently better get on the Storm 
Cat bandwagon or be left far 
behind. 

Since Lion Hearted entered 
stud. Storm Cat added a sixth 
juvenile sire tide in 2002, 
and a flood of his sons have 
joined the ranks of successful 
sires—Hennessy, whose son 
Johannesburg burst onto the 
scene later that year—as well 
as Tale of the Cat, Forestry, 
Stormy Adantic and Sir Cat. 
And third, fourth and fifth 
waves are right behind. 

Lion Hearted is among 16 
sons of Storm Cat with first- 
crop 2-year-olds this year, and 
he is one of the first to be rep¬ 
resented by a winner. 

Chocolate Brown’s pedigree 
is a good iUusttation of how 
to turn around a nicely bred 
mare whose family has been 
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Lion Hearted, a 1996 son of Storm Cat—Cadillacing, byAlydar, 
stands at Northview Stallion Station In Chesapeake City, Md. 


a little disappointing of late. 
(Note: You could have bought 
her weanling half-sister by Mr. 
Nugget at last year’s Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December 
Mixed Sale for $1,000.) 

Chocolate Brown’s dam 
Twin Lights (by Holy Bull) was 
unraced. Her second dam was 
Crisis Junkie, a Halo daughter 
who could not win, but placed 
second once as a 3-year-old. 
Crisis Junkie has made up for 
her deficiency on the track by 
producing three winners from 
five starters so far, including 
Twin lights’s full sibhngs Regal 
Bull ($91,490) and Critical 
Bull ($61,640), and half-sis¬ 
ter Kimmy Maur ($36,510), a 
daughter of Cr 3 ^toclearance. 

Crisis Junkie is out of Jeal¬ 
ous One, a three-time winner 
by Raise a Native, and dam 
of four winners, although 
nothing quite as good as her 
daughter has produced to date. 
Jealous One, however, was a 
half-sister to three stakes win¬ 
ners—Exclusive One, Ohso- 
meUow and Jetto—aU out of 
the classy Canadian stakes mare 
La Jalouse (by Nijinsky II), so 
Chocolate Brown goes back to 
a strong fourth dam. 

Although there was a gap 
of stakes production for two 
generations, there was power 
back there. Fortunately, while 


the class of the mares had 
declined somewhat, the level 
of sires had stayed rather sohd. 
Raise a Native was not a great 
broodmare sire, but a tremen¬ 
dous genetic presence just the 
same. Halo was another serious 
genetic force to be reckoned 
with, as a former leading sire 
and good broodmare sire. 

Twin Lights’s sire Holy Bull 
was a really brilliant race horse 
who outran his sprinter’s pedi¬ 
gree to stay into the middle 
distances at 3 and earn a divi¬ 
sional championship along 
with Horse of the Year hon¬ 
ors. Although nowhere near 
the same sire class as Raise 
a Native or Halo, Holy Bull 
has become a very useful sire, 
with 20-plus stakes winners to 
his credit, including champion 
2-year-old and Breeders’ Cup 
Juvenile-G1 winner Macho 
Uno, now at stud in Florida; 
2004 Grade 1-winning sprint¬ 
er Pohave; Grade 1-winning 
fiUy Confessional; and Grade 
2 winner Turnofthecentury, 
who stands at Justaplain Farm 
in Pennsylvania. He tends to 
sire precocious speed, and his 
yearhng averages have held up 
enough over the years to show 
that he gets attractive, athlet¬ 
ic-looking, reliable offspring 
whom trainers enjoy having in 
their barns. 


Besides going back to a 
strong stakes-producing fam¬ 
ily, Twin Lights’s pedigree has 
other interesting foundations 
to fall back on. Holy Bull is 
Hnebred to *Mahmoud with a 
couple of additional crosses of 
*Mahmoud’s third dam Lady 
Josephine, a female line with 
a patent on brilhant speed. 
Crisis Junkie was also hnebred 
to *Mahmoud, both times 
through his daughter Aimah- 
moud, granddam of both Halo 
and Northern Dancer (sire of 
Nijinsky II). So while Twin 
Lights is an outcross in the 
technical sense, she is hnebred 
to *Mahmoud (5x6x5x8) and 
her dam was doubled (3x6) 
to *Mahmoud’s key daughter, 
Aimahmoud. It was the sort 
of pedigree that has loads of 
upgrading potential. Now what 
could be added to set off this 
keg of dynamite? The most 
obvious choice would be to 
introduce more Halo or more 
Northern Dancer, and play 
back to that Aimahmoud/ 
*Mahmoud background. 

As noted. Twin Lights’s 
pedigree had hnebreeding to 
*Mahmoud and his daughter 
Aimahmoud, and might do 
well with a second cross of 
Halo or Northern Dancer. 
Lion Hearted happens to do 
just that, since he goes back in 
male hne through Storm Cat’s 
sire Storm Bird to Northern 
Dancer. Northern Dancer is 
4x6 in the mating, through sons 


Storm Cat and Nijinsky II, and 
so returns a cross of both his 
granddam Aimahmoud and her 
sire *Mahmoud. Aimahmoud 
is 6x5x7 in the mating. 

Lion Hearted is hnebred to 
*Nasrullah through sons Bold 
Ruler and On-and-On, and that 
also works with a mare carrying 
*Mahmoud Hnebreeding, since 
*Nasrullah and * Mahmoud 
were cousins from the same 
brilhant Lady Josephine family 
that is quadrupled in the pedi¬ 
gree of Holy Bull. 

Lion Hearted also adds a 
second cross of Raise a Native, 
who is inbred 4x4 in Chocolate 
Brown’s pedigree through his 
son Alydar and daughter Jealous 
One. Being through a son and a 
daughter, this is referred to as 
‘‘sex-balanced inbreeding” and 
the fact that doubhng the bril¬ 
hant and precocious Raise a 
Native resulted in the brilhant 
and precocious Chocolate 
Brown comes as no surprise at 
aU. 

Unfortunately, Chocolate 
Brown also appears to have 
inherited the hghtly raced Raise 
a Native’s fragihty. The dark bay 
filly went off as second choice 
in her third start, the Astoria 
Stakes at Belmont on June 27, 
set the pace into upper stretch, 
then steadily feU back, finish¬ 
ing fifth of six. She exited the 
race with a fractured sesamoid 
in her left foreleg—an injury 
that quite possibly ended her 
career. ^

Skull fractures 
are more common 
than generally 
recognized 


S kull fractures in horses are 
more common than many 
people think. External 
trauma to the head and swelling 
are red flags that the underlying 
bone may be crushed, but these 
fractures often go undiagnosed 
and untreated because swelling 
masks the damage to the bone. 
This is especially true when no 
one sees the injury happen. AH 
the horseman knows is that 
the horse injured himself while 
he was in his staU or paddock, 
but the namre and force of 
the blow are never determined. 
At pasture, the most common 
cause of this type of injury is a 
kick from another horse. 

Other skuU fracmres, such 
as those to the bridge of the 
nose, ones that knock out teeth, 
or those to the bone surround¬ 
ing the cavity where the eye hes 
in the skull—the type of injury 
sustained by Smarty Jones as a 
2-year-old—are readily appar¬ 
ent. 

Recalhng Smarty Jones’s 
injury, treating veterinarian 
Patricia Hogan, VMD, of the 
New Jersey Equine CHnic said, 
‘Hhe left side of his face was 
swoUen and his left eye was 
swoUen shut. He was bleeding 
out of his nostrils. Wow! What 
a mess.” 

Fortunately, trainer John 
Servis was there when Smarty 


Jones reared up and hit his 
head in the starting gate during 
training and knocked himself 
unconscious. The horse was 
immediately rushed to Hogan, 
who saved his eye and his Hfe. 

The most common fatal 
head injury is sustained when 
a horse flips over backward. 
The weight of the horse com¬ 
bined with the momentum of 
his action pounds the head into 
the ground with great force. 

‘‘Fhpping over can have a 
reaUy bad outcome,” said Rick 
Howard, DVM, M.S., associate 
professor of large animal sur¬ 
gery at the Virginia-Maryland 
Regional College of Veterinary 
Medicine. ^Vou see this par¬ 
ticularly in younger horses that 
are being halter broke, when 
they flip over and crack their 
poU on the ground. Many times 
this can result in fractures of 
the bones in the base of the 
skuU. 

‘Tt is common for this to 
result in a fatal injury or a per¬ 
sistent irreversible problem.” 

DIAGNOSING 
AND TREATING 
HEAD INJURIES 

While some horses may 
simply shake it off and appear 
unfa 2 ed by the thump, there are

several symptoms that indicate 
a serious brain injury: differ¬ 
ences in the si 2 e of the horse’s 
pupHs; nystagmus—rapid, jerky 
eye movements associated with 
di 22 iness; seemingly not know¬ 
ing where his legs are; and 
incoordination when asked to 
move. 

Warren Beard, DVM, M.S., a 
board-certified surgeon, author 
and lecturer who speciah 2 es 


in equine skull fractures, said, 
‘Any fracture that causes neu¬ 
rologic signs or has damaged 
an eye should be considered an 
emergency. Any time you have 
evidence of external trauma and 
significant swelling, I would do 
a careful examination and pal¬ 
pate the skin because you can 
often find air crepims—crin- 
kling in the skin—that would 
be an indication the fracmre 
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goes into the sinus and air is 
leaking from the sinus into the 
subcutaneous tissue ” 

Beard, who wrote the chap¬ 
ter on skuU fractures in the 
definitive textbook and ref¬ 
erence Equine Surgery, begins 
assessment with a careful phys¬ 
ical examination, followed by 
an oral examination and endo¬ 
scopic examination, especially 
when there is bleeding from 
the mouth or nostril. 

‘‘An endoscopic examina¬ 
tion wiU show where the blood 
is coming from and if there is 
evidence of external compres¬ 
sion of the upper airways. It 
may not look like it’s fractured 
from the outside, but if you 
look on the inside, you may see 
the airway is narrowed from 
external compression,” he said. 

Next, Beard x-rays the 
horse’s skuU, but he said radio¬ 
graphs often are difficult to 
read. “Unlike a cannon bone, 
where you can x-ray from sev¬ 
eral different angles, for skuU 
fractures you are hmited to 
views from the left side and 
the right side, and the teeth 
get in the way. So, sometimes a 
CAT [computed axial tomog¬ 
raphy] scan is useful. I’ve taken 
some CAT scans that show just 
horrible bone smashing when 
the external view of the horse 
just had swelling. The skin was 
stretched over nothing. There 
was no bone underneath it.” 

For fracmres associated with 
knocked-out teeth. Beard wires 
them back into the mouth with 
a system much like humans’ 
braces. For eye injuries, he con¬ 
sults with an ocular speciaUst 
and then prepares to recon¬ 
struct the bone surrounding 
the eye. 

“I try to get them to look 
hke they did before the injury. 
Sol put them on a crash course 
of getting rid of the edema,” 
he said. “I put pressure wraps 
over the skull, which requires 
some creative bandaging. I use 
a topical sweat to help draw the 
edema out of the wound. Then 
I give them Bute, Banamine, and 


other nonsteroidal anti-inflam¬ 
matory drugs to decrease the 
edema. Once I get the edema 
out, then we can go in and see 
how to reconstruct it.” 

For depressed fractures 
where the skuU is smashed 
inward. Beard driUs a hole into 
the bone and puUs it back out 
into place. For some fractures, 
especially to the jaw (mandi¬ 
ble and maxiUa), he may use 
wires, plates and other inter¬ 
nal fixation methods to secure 
them in place for healing, a 
specialty he teaches to surgi¬ 
cal residents each year at AO/ 
ASIF (Arbeitsgemeinschaft fur 
Osteosynthesefragen/Associ- 
ation for the Study of Internal 
Fixation)’s North American 
seminar on internal fixation 
techniques. (The veterinary divi¬ 
sion, AO Vet, received the 2003 
Distinguished Educator Award 
from the American Association 
of Equine Practitioners.) 

Most skuU fracmres cause 
cosmetic damage that can be 
repaired by a skiUed surgeon, 
so the prognosis for recovery is 
good. “Many of these horses I 
discharge the same day,” Beard 
said. 

Horses with more serious 
fracmres that affect the brain 
may develop residual problems, 
including seizure disorders. 

HEAD INJURY 
AND SEIZURES 

Horses who suffer head 
trauma sometimes develop 
immediate seizures or a seizure 
disorder when the front part of 
the brain is injured. This can 
happen even if the horse does 
not suffer a blow to the front 
of the head. 

Seizures range from mUd to 
violent and, other than those 
that occur immediately as a 
result of the injury, usuaUy are 
preceded by subtle changes in 
motor activity or behavior for 
up to five minutes before the 
attack. Motor signs usuaUy start 
as twitching of the muzzle and 
then can spread to the rest of

the body. Behavioral signs can 
be as unremarkable as depres¬ 
sion or as blatant as self-mutila¬ 
tion or panic attacks. 

Robert J. MacKay, B.V.Sc., 
Ph.D., professor of large ani¬ 
mal medicine at University 
of Florida at GainesviUe who 
has done extensive research 
into equine seizure disorders, 
explained: “You get early sei¬ 
zures, which would be in the 
week after a head injury, and 
that is usually as a direct effect 
of the head injury—^bleeding 
or swelling of the forebrain; 
late seizures would be those 
that occur after a week, and 
that would usually be due to 
residual scarring of the fore¬ 
brain.” 

Depending on their namre 
and severity, some seizures may 
be controlled by a daily dose 
of phenobarbital or a change 
in management to remove the 
activity or other stimulus that 
induces seizure. Unformnately, 
humane destruction may be 


the only recourse if seizures 
are violent, uncontrollable and 
become increasingly frequent. 

Howard stressed that human 
safety should be the top prior¬ 
ity when a horse suffers a head 
injury. Particularly in flipping 
injuries, the horse’s balance 
center at the back of the head 
can be damaged, or the trauma 
can temporarily cause the horse 
to be disoriented and gallop 
while on the ground. A power¬ 
ful blow from a flailing hoof 
can easily kill a human. And 
even if a horse gets to his feet, 
he may fall over again, crushing 
his handler. 

Howard added a word of 
advice: “If you have a horse 
with a history of flipping, for 
the safety of the rider and the 
horse have a veterinarian check 
him out.” Undetected neck and 
back injuries, wolf teeth, tem¬ 
poromandibular joint dysfunc¬ 
tion (TMJ) or other medical 
conditions could be causing the 
problem. ^

MONMOUTH 
PARK TAKES 
UPWARD 
COURSE

E xcellent weather, solid rac¬ 
ing and hopeful signs for 
the future highlighted the 
first month of the Monmouth 
meet. 

Developments, large and 
small, seemed to be flowing in 
a positive direction. 

The possibility of landing 
the 2007 Breeders’ Cup at 
Monmouth gave everyone a 
major morale lift. The record 
purses this season, thanks to a 
supplement from the state’s 
casino industry, widened the 
smiles of every owner and 
horseman lucky enough to win 
a race. 

And there were plenty of 
interesting developments on 
the race track—topped by 
Pomeroy’s victory in the Jersey 
Shore Breeders’ Cup Stakes- 
G3 on June 26. 

The sprint for 3-year-olds 
attracted five runners and fig¬ 
ured on paper to be a two-horse 
contest between Pomeroy and 
Value Plus. The race unfolded 
true to form from the opening 
stages. Pomeroy, ridden by Joe 
Bravo, broke alertly from the 
rail and Value Plus immediately 
took up the chase. They raced 
head-and-head down the back- 
stretch and around the turn 
until Pomeroy started to puU 
clear turning for home. 

“I pretty much wrapped up 
on him the whole way down 
the stretch,” said Bravo. 

Gotaghostofachance, a win¬ 
ner of three straight at Dela¬ 


ware Park, rallied for second in 
a nice recovery from a bobble 
at the break in his first stakes 
attempt. 

Pomeroy, owned by Derrick 
Smith and Michael Tabor and 
trained by Patrick Biancone, 
ran the six furlongs in 1:09.07 


over the fast track for his third 
career win and first in three 
starts this season. 

Three-year-olds were also 
showcased in the June 19 Res¬ 
toration Stakes, at a mile on the 
grass, where victorious Frisky 
Spider proved first of aU that 
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he can handle the turf, and also 
that he’s more than a head¬ 
strong sprinter. 

The Spider showed ability 
to cover ground very quickly. 
He made all the pace and ran 
the mile in 1:33.95 over the 
firm course. He threw down 
the challenge early with a half- 
mile in :45.23 and a three-quar¬ 
ter mile clocking in 1:09.18. 
Frisky Spider was determined 
to win this on his own blazing 
terms. 

Noohgan, second all the 
way around, finished in that 
spot, three-quarters of a length 
behind the winner. Musical 
Native got third. 

‘T didn’t get into his 
mouth,” said jockey Eddie 
King. ‘Tt’s one of those things 
where the harder you pull, the 
harder they puU. He was just 
floating out there. That’s what 
I’ve been waiting for him to 
do: relax and let me do my 
job.” 

Lloyd Kromman struck a 
blow for all the small stables 
when every member of his 
three-horse barn won in the 
span of four days. 

Operating the same way for 
26 years, Kromman and his 
wife Geraldine run a micro¬ 
stable of no more than two or 
three horses, mostly bred in 
the name of their son Charles 
Kromann. 

The modest stable of primar¬ 
ily New Jersey-breds focuses 
on Monmouth, laying up the 
horses over the winter. It is 
pretty much a one-man opera¬ 
tion as Kromann does most of 
the grooming himself 

The horses come from 
average broodmares booked to 
staUions who stand for $2,500 
or less. 

Kromann’s horn eb reds won 
two races in a row on June 
6—My Husband, a 3-year-old 
gelding by Husband, scoring in 
a maiden special weight at odds 
of more than 20-1, and 4-year- 
old Brave Joe (by Nepal) fol¬ 
lowing up with a victory in 








$18,000 claiming company. A 
two-doUar wager on both horses 
would have returned $55.40. 
Then on June 9, Kromann sad¬ 
dled the 4-year-old fiUyBamboo 
Belle to win a maiden race. 

“We were lucky to have 
each one win,” said Kromann. 
“lbs kind of exciting when the 
whole stable wins.” 

After 18 years as an assis¬ 
tant to Gary Contessa, Kim 
Laudati ventured out on her 
own. 

Laudati had a little help from 
longtime owners and trainers 


Pat and Frank Generazio in 
making in the transition. She is 
assisting the Genera 2 ios with 
their string and is the trainer 
of record for some of their 
horses. 

She also has horses for out¬ 
side clients at a separate barn 
located diagonally across from 
the Genera 2 io stable. 

“Pat and Frank have given 
me this oppormnity,” said Lau¬ 
dati. “It has opened up a couple 
of other doors.” 

Sam Boulmetis, a fixture 
at Monmouth Park for more 


than 50 years, has traded in his 
binoculars for a fishing pole. 

Boulmetis had served as a 
steward since 1969, when he 
concluded a riding career that 
earned him a plaque in racing’s 
HaU of Fame. 

Boulmetis, 76, won four rid¬ 
ing titles at Monmouth: 1949, 
’53, ’55 and ’56. 

“I thought it was time,” said 
Boulmetis, who lives in nearby 
Rumson, N.J. He will serve as 
a backup official and plans to 
remain active in the Jockeys’ 
Guild. 


Retirement means more 
time for fishing and a three- 
week vacation in Ireland with 
wife Bebe. 

Steve Pagano replaced 
Boulmetis as chief state stew¬ 
ard. Jimmy Edwards, the 1975 
Eclipse Award winner as the 
top apprentice jockey, moved 
from Monmouth’s racing office 
to join Harvey War dell as an 
associate steward. ^ 


IN SUMMER, 
ALL ROADS 
LEAD TO 
COLONIAL 
DOWNS

T he annual summer pil¬ 
grimage to Colonial 
Downs got underway on 
June 11. Thirty-four racing 
programs were scheduled at 
the New Kent, Va., oval, which 
replaces Maryland racing for 
most of June and July. 

The slogan “Saratoga of the 
South” has been bandied about. 
For van companies, Virginia- 
breds and turf horses, there is 
no better boon. Or for trainers 
(and sisters) Ann Merryman 
and Elizabeth Hendriks and 
owner David Ross. 

On the second weekend 
of the meet, the Merryman 
sisters swept the stakes. 
Hendriks shipped the 5-year- 
old mare With Patience 
from her Fair HiU base for the 
Somethingroyal Stakes. Owned 
and trained by Hendriks, the 
daughter of With Approval

shortened up to five and a half 
furlongs for the Virginia-bred 
stakes and got up in the wan¬ 
ing strides to best pacesetter 
Bright Gold by a half-length. 
Key Wi Miss finished third. 
Under Ryan Fogelsonger, With 
Patience made up three and a 
half lengths in the stretch for 
her third stakes victory. 

In her previous start. With 
Patience finished third in the 
Grade 3 GaUorette Handicap, 
going a mile and a sixteenth 
on the grass. Hendriks was 
confident With Patience could 
handle the sprint. 

“I worked her a tittle short¬ 
er and tried to have her sharper 
and fresher. I just try to get her 
really on her toes for the short 
races,” Hendriks said. 

“I was very confident until 
she turned into the stretch and 
[Bright Gold] was way out 
there. I thought, Hh oh, I 
might have misjudged this.’” 

Not to worry, there was 
enough room for With 
Patience to wear down Bright 
Gold for her fifth career vic¬ 
tory, which pushed her earn¬ 
ings to $201,540. Hendriks 
and Merryman selected With 
Patience at the 2000 Keeneland 
September Yearling sale for 
$15,000. She was among a slew 
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of yearlings they purchased 
that year. 

“I thought, ‘She’s nice, but 
I can’t beheve we’re buying 
another horse.’ I hked her the 
best immediately, but I was 
overwhelmed by how many we 
were buying,” Hendriks said. 
“To have a filly like this—some¬ 
times it doesn’t really hit me, I 
can’t believe it. When I stand 
back and think about it, I think 
this might not ever happen to 
me again, so I better enjoy 
every minute. Sometimes I get 
rushing around and leave the 
barn and I get mad at myself 
for not giving her an extra pat 
and hug. She kinda looks at me, 
‘Like, I’m here.’” 

A day after With Patience’s 
score, Merryman (Hendriks’s 
older sister) sent out another 
Virginia-bred, Cobbley’s 

Jewel, who rallied late to upset 
New York invader After the 
Tone in the restricted Oakley 
Stakes, a race With Patience 
won two years ago. Steve Hamil¬ 
ton guided the daughter of 
Tom Cobbley to a neck victory. 
Vermont Mary finished third. 

Merryman claimed Cobb¬ 
ley’s Jewel for $25,000 in 
February. Owned by David 
Ross, the 3-year-old filly 
became a stakes winner in her 
first stakes try and fifth effort 
in Ross’s white and maroon 
silks. 

“We like to look at the 
horse’s potential, and we 
thought Cobbley’s was cer¬ 
tainly going to be a horse with

potential. Our real surprise 
came when we found she could 
adapt to the mrf,” Ross said. 
“The Virginia-bred was defi¬ 
nitely an added bonus. It was 
exciting, to say the least. I can’t 
say enough about how Stevie 
Hamilton handled the horse. 
He apphed his strategy to the 
race perfectly. He found the 
opening and closed with her 
at the right moment. It was an 
exciting moment.” 

Richard Blue Jr., a client and 
friend of Merryman, convinced 
Ross to get into horse racing. 
Into would be an understate¬ 
ment. Like Blue, Ross is a com¬ 
mercial real estate developer by 
trade. He started claiming and 
buying horses late last year and 
now has over 20 on his ledger. 
He loves it. 

“I enjoy competition. I do 
that every day in my profes¬ 
sional life. And the challenge,” 
Ross said. “I view this as a 


hobby but a very active hobby. 
I have a great love for the ani¬ 
mals, and I’ve been surrounded 
by just wonderful people that I 
have a great deal of trust in.” 

Ross grew up in the 
Pittsburgh area and began his 
interest in racing by going to 
The Meadows, a Standardbred 
track. Over the years, he and 
Blue have talked two things— 
commercial real estate and 
horses. 

“I always admired Richie’s 
interest, enthusiasm and exper¬ 
tise. He’s been involved in the 
business all his hfe. It took 
someone like that and a friend¬ 
ship like that to really ice the 
cake for me. We talk horse 
racing—and real estate on the 
side.” 

Ross hves in Great Falls, 
Va., and runs a business that 
encompasses about six mil¬ 
lion square feet of commercial 


properties in northern Virginia 
and Maryland. 

“As I moved forward in my 
professional career. I’ve rekin¬ 
dled my interest in the busi¬ 
ness,” Ross said. “I’ve really 
enjoyed my relationship with 
Ann [Merryman] and it’s gener¬ 
ated more interest on my part. 
It was my first trip to Colonial. 
I was incredibly impressed with 
the facility.” 

Hamilton Smith joined 
Ferris AHen as only the second 
trainer in the seven-year history 
of Colonial Downs to surpass 
the $1 million mark in earnings 
when his Mittens won the third 
race on Monday, June 14. Smith 
was Colonial’s leading trainer 
in 2002 and 2003 and was tied 
with AHen for top honors in 
1998. This year. Smith was tied 
with Jonathan Sheppard with 
six wins apiece for the top hon¬ 
ors through the early part of 
the meet. 

Jockey Ryan Fogelsonger 
won 23 races through the first 
10 cards, including the June 
12 Punch Line Stakes with the 
Colonial-loving Native Heir. 
Owned by Michael Gill and 
trained by Phil Schoenthal, 6- 
year-old Native Heir pushed 
his career stats to 17 of 37, 
including four Colonial stakes. 

Native Heir went straight 
to the lead in the five-furlong 
turf sprint and held off Satan’s 
Code and Oxford Tea Party. 
The win was one of seven for 
Fogelsonger on the openin 
weekend card.

hiladelphia Park had a 
crowd of more than 
15,000 on June 5, the day 
of the Belmont Stakes, in which 
Someday Farm’s Smarty Jones 
made his almost-successfiil bid 
for the Triple Crown. 

For the first time, the track 
set up a Jumbotron in the pic¬ 
nic area so that guests could 
get an unobstructed view of 
the Belmont, as well as two 
added-money events on the live 
Philadelphia card—the Green¬ 


wood Cup Handicap and the 
Lyman Sprint Championship 
Handicap. 

The $100,000 Greenwood 
Cup, at a mile and a half on 
the turf, was won by the Phil 
Ohver-trained In Hand, who 
shipped from Monmouth Park 
with rider Rafael Mojica Jr. in 
tow for his Philadelphia Park 
debut. It was a classic last-to- 
first performance by In Hand, 
who lagged behind until the 
field hit the head of the stretch. 


then roared up to leader Host 
and gradually edged away to 
win by a neck. Host saved 
second and favored Monkey 
Pu 22 le was third. The time was 
2:33.32 over a yielding course. 

It was the second stakes vic¬ 
tory for In Hand, a 4-year-old 
son of Belong to Me who is 
owned by G. Watts Humphrey 
Jr. and Shining Armor Stable. 
His career earnings now stand 
at $179,682, with four victories 
in 12 starts. 
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Last year's Maryland Million 
Classic winner, Docent, reg¬ 
istered his 16th lifetime vic¬ 
tory—his 12th in a stakes— 
while scoring by a neck over a 
game Presidentialaffair in the 
seven-furlong Lyman Sprint 
Championship. It was the sec¬ 
ond year in a row he's won 
the Lyman for owner/breeders 
Mr. and Mrs. Bernard Daney 
and trainer Tim Ritchey. 

Coincidentally, it was Presi¬ 
dentialaffair whom Docent 
defeated by a nose in the 
Maryland Million Classic last 
fall. The two Pennsylvania- 
breds have developed a keen 
rivalry that could be renewed 
later this year. 

A big gray son of Waquoit, 
Docent was timed in 1:22.77 in 
the Lyman and was ridden by 
Tony Black. 

It's been over a decade and a 
half since Royston Henry, 76, 
exchanged his trainer's license 
for that of a jockey agent. But 
in May, the former leading con¬ 
ditioner at Philadelphia Park 
decided that he would make the 
switch again, and activated his 
long-dormant trainer's license. 
The first horse to appear in the 
program under Henry's name 
was Rare Approach, whom 
he saddled for owner Green 
Dream Inc., in the third race 
on May 31. The 4-year-old fiUy 
finished third, and since that 
date has recorded another third 
and a second. 

“I just got sick of the 
jocks," said Henry, a native of 
Kingston, Jamaica, when asked 
why he decided to train again

after such a long absence, ‘d'm 
starting out small, with only 
two horses, but I expect to be 
getting a couple more soon. It 
really feels good to be training 
horses again." 

Henry immigrated to the 
United States in 1969, and his 
first race track job was with 
Hall of Fame trainer Elliott 
Burch. He went out on his 
own after serving as an assis¬ 
tant for Audley Farm. Henry 
led the trainers' standings 
at Philadelphia in 1984, and 
among his most important 
charges was dual stakes winner 
Dancer's Candy. 

Trainer Bill Mott usually 
ships to win when he sends a 
horse to Philadelphia Park. On 
June 26, he shipped Kinsman 
Stable's Ebony Breeze here 
to compete in the $100,000 
My Juhet Stakes, and the 4- 
year-old daughter of Belong 
to Me snapped a five-race los¬ 
ing streak in capturing the six- 
furlong test as the heavy 3-5 
choice. 

Ridden by Herberto Castillo 
Jr., Ebony Breeze sat off She Is 
Raging, who set the early frac¬ 
tions, then roared past in deep 
stretch to draw clear by a length 
in 1:10.62. Balmy, trained by 
John Servis, was third. 

Prior to the My Juhet, 
Ebony Breeze's last victory 
was the Azalea Breeders' Cup 
Stakes-G3 at Calder in July 
2003. However, the fiUy has 
been ultra-consistent, finishing 
third or better in 15 of her 17 
hfetime starts, and has earnings 
just shy of $500,000. %

M aria Virginia Pascual's 
name isn't famihar to 
many American racing 
fans, but that's hkely to change. 
The native of Buenos Aires, 
Argentina, currently is winning 
at a 32 percent chp, one of the 
highes t percentages at Delaware 
Park. Overall in 2004, she's had 


eight wins from 20 starts, a 40 
percent winning rate. 

Pascual has achieved those 
numbers with a 15-horse sta¬ 
ble. She arrived at Delaware 
in April from Palm Meadows 
Training Center in Florida with 
only five horses, and through 
claims and a new owner, John 


R. Grossi, increased her stock 
to its current size. Grossi's 
Troll was victorious by nearly 
10 lengths on June 19 in a 
mile and a sixteenth test for 3- 
year-olds and up with a claim¬ 
ing price of $16,000, his first 
start since being transferred to 
Pascual's barn. 
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While local fans are just get¬ 
ting acquainted with the talents 
of Pascual, she is well-known 
in Argentina. She comes from 
a racing family—her father 
and grandfather were both top 
trainers there—and got her 
trainer’s license at age 20. After 
achieving much success there, 
she decided three years ago 
to come to the U.S., where 
the purses are more lucra¬ 
tive. She’s saddled horses at 
Gulfstream Park, Keeneland 
and Aqueduct in addition to 
Delaware, and plans to return 
to Palm Meadows this fall if 
she’s given stalls. 

There have been several 
adjustments Pascual has had to 
make since moving to the U.S., 
but the greatest has been in the 
manner in which she trains her 
horses in the morning. 

^‘Here, the tracks are much 
harder than they are in Argen¬ 
tina,” she said, ‘df I trained the 
way I did in Argentina, I would 
break aU my horses down. My 
first year here was really a learn¬ 
ing experience.” 

Sandra Shvka scored her first 
stakes victory as a trainer on 
June 19 when liberty Stable’s 
Hopelessly Devoted drew 
away to a four-length victory in 
the Susan’s Girl Breeders’ Cup 
Stakes for 3-year-old fillies. 

Piloted by Roberto Alvarado 
Jr., Hopelessly Devoted was 
timed in 1:44.90 for the mile 
and a sixteenth, and was get¬ 
ting her third win from her last 
four starts. Erdenheim Farm’s 
From Away was second at 27-1, 
and Richetta was third; favored 
Pawyne Princess faded to last 
in the field of eight. 

Hopelessly Devoted, bred 
in Florida, is a daughter of 
Storm Creek out of the Silver 
Buck mare Silver Treego. The 
$105,000 winner’s share of the 
purse pushed her career earn¬ 
ings to $162,385. 

The Obeah Handicap, at a 
mile and an eighth, traditionally 
serves as a steppingstone for 
local fillies and mares to the 
richer Delaware Handicap-G2, 
contested at a mile and a quar-

ter in late July. This year, Puglisi 
Stable’s Misty Sixes estab¬ 
lished herself as one of the 
early favorites for the $750,000 
Del ’Cap with a two and a half- 
length victory over Redoubled 
Miss and Nonsuch Bay in the 
June 19 Obeah. 

With Mario Pino in the 
irons. Misty Sixes, a Virginia- 
bred daughter of Summer 
Squall, grabbed the lead from 
the start and never looked back, 
completing the distance in 
1:51.23. The win was the third 
straight over the Delaware Park 
surface for Misty Sixes, who 
earned $60,000 for her efforts. 
The winner’s share pushed her 
career earnings to $321,894 and 
improved her career record to 
nine wins from 21 starts. She is 
trained by Steve Klesaris. 

One week later, the $250,000 
Kent Breeders’ Cup Stakes- 
G3 was won by C K Woods 
Stable’s homebred Timo, who 
launched a strong closing rush 
to catch Jersey Derby-G3 win¬ 
ner Icy Atlantic near the wire 
and prevail by a nose in 1:55.75 
on a course labeled soft.

CHARLES TOWN 
OFFERS NEW 
SUMMER 
CLASSIC

C harles Town’s inaugural 
running of the $50,000- 
added Summer Classic 
Stakes—named in celebra¬ 
tion of the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness and Belmont—^was 
run on Belmont Stakes day, 
June 5. Appropriately enough, 
it was won by a colt who com¬ 
peted in the 2003 Preakness— 
Maryland-bred Cherokee’s 
Boy. 

The Gary Capuano trainee 
broke from post position one, 
gunned to the lead, set all the 
fractions in the mile and an 
eighth race and repelled his 
adversaries through the stretch, 
comfortably holding sway by a 
four and three-quarter-length 
margin over a sloppy track. 

The son of Citidancer has 
shown a fondness for the 
Charles Town strip in the past. 
As a 2-year-old, he mrned in 
a stunning performance while 
winning the seven-furlong 
Tri-State Futurity by nearly 22 
lengths. 

Owned and bred by ZWP 
Stable (Foard Wilgis and David 
Picarello), Cherokee’s Boy 
now sports seven wins from 
19 races. His class determined 
the margin over second-place 
finisher. Prince Benjamin, 
and the two combined for a 
fan favorite exacta of $8.80. 
Jackyscraftychance struggled in 
third some 14 lengths behind 
the winner. 

Two weeks later, Capuano 
continued his assault on the 
local stakes program, and 
added to his extensive list of 
accomphshments. Lately at 


Charles Town, Gary has out¬ 
shone his older brother Dale, 
who is Maryland’s perennial 
leading trainer. However, both 
came well-armed to test each 
other in the first running of 
the $50,000-added Summer 
Distaff Stakes. 

Gary brought multiple 
stakes winner Ribbon Cane, 
who won last year’s HBPA 
Charles Town Handicap, and 
Dale fired a one-two punch 
of Grace Bay and entrymate 
Point Lily. 

Ribbon Cane’s solo status 
did little to alter the anticipat¬ 
ed duel between the brothers 
Capuano, and their six other 
rivals. 

Philadelphia Park condi¬ 
tioner John Servis, of Smarty 
Jones fame, shipped in with 
his veteran mare Maresha, and 
Charles Town’s local hopes 
were pinned on the shoulders 


of John Casey’s talented fiUy 
Lets Just Do It. 

The one and one-sixteenth- 
mile event went according to 
form, as Ribbon Cane, making 
only her second start in eight 
months, assumed the early 
lead under apprentice Brandon 
Whitacre. She cruised through 
even fractions of :24.34 and 
:49.05 before exercising her 
dominance in the stretch and 
drawing clear to an eight and a 
quarter-length score. 

After dismounting in the 
unsaddling enclosure, Whitacre 
gave aU the credit and thanks 
to owner Carey MiUer, for the 
opportunity to not only ride, 
but record his first stakes win. 
Capuano had his mare primed 
for a superior effort and she 
delivered a final clocking of 
1:47.19 over the fast track. 

Miller, who bred this hand¬ 
some 5-year-old daughter of 


Allen’s Prospect, recalled her 
win last October at Charles 
Town, which provided then- 
apprentice Richard Monterrey 
with his first stakes triumph. 

Miller and Capuano said: 
‘d guess we are just buggin’,” 
referring to their riders’ appren¬ 
tice status, and initial stakes 
victories. 

Ribbon Cane is now seven 
for 12 in the win column, and 
is the second stakes winner for 
her dam Angehna County, a 
Maryland-bred champion also 
bred and raced by Miller. 

A minor skirmish nearing 
the wire resulted in the disqual¬ 
ification of Dale Capuano’s 
Grace Bay from second place 
to third, behind Lets Just Do It, 
vindicating her jockey Michael 
Pindell’s claim of foul. 

The first 2-year old races of 
2004 are now officially in the 
books, and unlike some of the

The Lion Hearted 
colt broke a step slow in his 
debut, accelerated rapidly into 
contention, and courageously 
dominated a short field of 
six, drawing off by four and 
three-quarters lengths. Bred in 
Maryland by David and Jo Ann 
Hayden's Dark Hollow Farm, 
this runner may go on to com¬ 
pete in the upper echelon of 
his age category. 

Congratulations to own¬ 
ers Gloria McCormick and 
Joe Brocklebank, and trainer 
Russell Davis, for their ultra- 
consistent filly Bella Giorno. 
Under the mtelage of Davis, 


this daughter of Siphon (Brz) 
now has six starts at Charles 
Town, with two wins, three 
seconds and one third. The real 
test now begins, as she is out of 
conditions and must step up to 
next level of expertise. 

Sometimes, the timing is 
just bad. 

When 4-year-old fiUy Mini 
Mink won a $26,500 maiden 
special weight on June 19, 
becoming the first winner 
for sire Lt. Gulch, it would 
appear to be welcome news 
for Harold Barlow and his son 
Kevin, who owned the 10-year- 
old Lt. Gulch, a son of Gulch. 
But less than three weeks ear¬ 
lier the Barlows had lost Lt.

PENN NATIONAL 
TRAINERS 
LOOK TO THE 
FUTURE— 

WITH SLOTS 

LINDA DOUGHERTY 


O ne of the highest per¬ 
centage trainers on 
the grounds of Penn 
National this season is Tim 
Kreiser, who had 37 wins from 
99 starts, a 37 percent winning 
rate, through racing of June 27. 
Kreiser's horses run the gamut 
from low-priced claimers to 
talented sophomores, includ¬ 
ing a pair owned by James E. 
Hess—Isle of Mirth and Hey 
Rube. 

Isle of Mirth, a Pennsyl¬ 
vania-bred son of Roanoke, 
was third in last year's Penn¬ 
sylvania Nursery Stakes won by 
Smarty Jones, and on May 28 
recorded an allowance victory 
at Penn against older horses. 
His total earnings are better 
than $43,000. 

Hey Rube, a gelded son 
of Carnivalay, was an also-ran 
in the Pennsylvania Nursery, 
but this year has really come 
to hand for Kreiser, winning 
three of six starts. He was 
third in the restricted Dan 2 ig 


Stakes at Penn on May 14, and 
then finished second in the 
restricted Peppy Addy Stakes at 
Philadelphia on June 19. 

A total of 8,226 fans turned 
out on June 5, the day of the 
Belmont Stakes, to take advan¬ 
tage of a free $2 win ticket on 
Smarty Jones plus catch nine 
live races, which were conduct¬ 
ed over a very sloppy surface 
due to heavy rains. 

The highlight of the card 
was a $12,900 allowance test 
for fillies and mares at a mile 
and a sixteenth, won by 4-year- 
old Stormy Heroine, a daugh¬ 
ter of Storm Boot owned by 
Larry E. Rabold and trained by 
Steven R. Brown. Dispatched 
as the favorite. Stormy Heroine 
lagged in fifth early, then 
launched a three-wide rally on 
the second turn and drew off 
to a four-length victory. She was 
ridden by Edilberto Rodriguez, 
and timed in 1:47.17. 

Trainer Todd Beattie contin¬ 
ues to prove he's an expert with 


‘We have a couple of nice 
foals by him this year," said 
Kevin Barlow, who expects four 
Lt. Gulch foals in 2005. A win¬ 
ner at 2 and a half-brother to 
stakes winner Frankly Classic, 
out of Grade 1 Sorority Stakes 
winner Officer's Ball, Lt. Gulch 
was used sparingly at stud his 
first few years while standing 
in Virginia.

Medved's Defrere’s Venture 
proved best in the $41,400 
Wonders Delight Stakes the 
night of June 11. 

Contested over a slop¬ 
py surface, the six-furlong 
Wonders Delight attracted a 
field of seven Pennsylvania- 
bred 3-year-old fillies, but it 
was Defrere's Venture, under 
leading rider Thomas Clifton, 
who showed the way, covering 
the distance in 1:11.12 over 
Financial Risk and Linda's 
Future. 

After many years of sta- 
bhng and racing in Florida and 
at Philadelphia Park, trainer 
Charlie Baddeley has decided 
to make the GrantviUe oval his 
permanent home—for now. 

‘T came back to Penn 
National to establish myself, 
just in case the slots bill 
passed," said Baddeley. “I may 
buy myself some acreage in the 
GrantviUe area." 
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Through racing of June 
27, Baddeley had won six 
races from 51 starts at Penn 
National, including six seconds 
and six thirds. He ranks among 
the top trainers by number of 
lifetime wins at Philadelphia 
Park, having saddled more than 
400 winners there. 

A dead heat occurred the 
evening of June 23, when I WiU 
and Gunduwarrior hit the line 
together in the first race, a five- 
furlong sprint for 3-year-olds 
and up on the grass.

Calends has now earned 
better than $280,000. It was his 


second consecutive win since 
being claimed by Zimmerman 
in AprU at GiUfstream Park for

‘We are very happy that he 
has accepted our offer to come 
back to Pimlico in a new role,” 
commented Pimhco’s execu¬ 
tive director Lou Pondfield.

quoted in an article by The 
MarylandHorsds Mike Pons. 

B Northern Dancer’s young 
son Northern Jove was en 
route to Kentucky after rising 
to the top of the sire ranks in 
Maryland. 

Northern Jove entered stud 
at Edgar M. Lucas’s Helmore 
Farm in Howard County in 
1974, and was represented in 
1978 by co-champion 2-year- 
old filly Candy Eclair. He 
moved to Spendthrift Farm in 
Kentucky for the 1980 season. 

B Jockey Gregg McCarron 
and his wife Darlene were 
budding a breeding and board¬ 
ing operation at their 100-acre 
farm in Howard County, with 
help from their young son 
Matthew. “We hope to phase 
into it, so that when Gregg 
retires he won’t have to grope 
around for something to do,” 
said Darlene McCarron.

Boniface has been elected 
president of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion, succeeding Dr. R. 

Thomas Bowman, who led 
the organization from 2002 
to 2004. 

Also elected were James 
B. Steele Jr., vice-president, 
and Robert T. Manfuso, 
secretary-treasurer. 

Boniface manages the 
breeding division of fam¬ 
ily-owned Bonita Farm in 
Darlington, Md., one of the 
state's leading commercial 
Thoroughbred establish¬ 
ments and new home to 

1994 Kentucky Derby win¬ 
ner Go for Gin. Bonita also 
stands the young stallions 
Mojave Moon and Ops 
Smile. 

Among the numerous 
stakes winners bred and 
raised at Bonita are 1983 
Preakness winner Deputed Testamony and 

1995 Preakness runner-up Oliver's Twist. 

Long active within MHBA leadership, Boni¬ 
face is in his fourth term as an MHBA director, 
having first been elected in 1988. He served 
as secretary-treasurer from 2002 to '03, and as 
vice-president and legislative committee chair¬ 
man from 2003 to '04. 

Boniface also serves on the board of Mary¬ 
land Million Ltd., Fasig-Tipton Midlantic, the 
Maryland Horse Gouncil and the Maryland 
Farm Bureau Political Action Gommittee. 

He and his wife Barbara, who also has an 
integral role in the day-to-day operation of Bo¬ 



nita, have three children:

"Horse breeding is a 
major part of the agricul¬ 
tural industry, as well as 
racing," said Boniface. 
"We will keep working to 
get that message across to 
legislators, and everyone 
else." 

Boniface noted that the 
new MHBA vice-president, 
Jim Steele, also serves as 
chairman of the Maryland 
Horse Industry Board—the 
group that advises the state 
Department of Agriculture 
on issues related to the 
equine industry. 

"Strengthening those 
ties with the agricultural 
aspects can only be a posi¬ 
tive thing for the MHBA," 
Boniface said. 

Boniface's priorities, 
as president, also include 
a possible revamping of the Maryland-bred 
Fund program. 

"We'll look at the way the money is distrib¬ 
uted, and see if it might be done more effective¬ 
ly, to encourage more people to breed and race 
Maryland-breds," Boniface said. 

Boniface, 40, is the fourth MHBA president 
to have a father who served in the same role. 
His father, J. William Boniface, was MHBA 
president from 1978 to 1980. Others are Frank 
A. Bonsai (1961 to '62) and Frank A. Bonsai Jr. 
(1976 to '78); John B. Merryman (1974 to '76)

Maryland Million moves 
toward new heights

Cjovernor Robert L. Ehr¬ 
lich Jr. has signed into law a 
bill that is expected to boost 
the Maryland Million to un¬ 
precedented heights. 

The bill, voted overwhelm¬ 
ing approval by both the 
Senate and the House of Del¬ 
egates in the 2004 legislative 
session, directs a portion of 
revenue from in-state wager¬ 
ing on Maryland races toward 
Maryland Million purses. 

"Hopefully, weTl be talk¬ 
ing about a Maryland Two 
Million in the near future," 
said MHBA president William 
K. Boniface. "The impact on 
Maryland's stallion market 
could be tremendous." 

Key support for the leg¬ 
islation came from Harford 
County legislators Senator J. 
Robert Hooper (R, Distr. 35) 
and Delegate Barry Glassman 
(R, Distr. 35A). 

"We are deeply grate¬ 
ful to Sen. Hooper, his aide 
Scott Gibson, and Del. Glass- 
man," said Boniface. "Given 
an opportunity to strengthen 
the Thoroughbred breeding 
business, they immediately 
stepped forward and worked 
hard to secure the passage of 
this legislation." ^ 


Leo Nechamkin 
finds hard-earned 
success as trainer

When Leo Nechamkin II 
heads down the Jones Falls Ex¬ 
pressway to his 9-to-6 job with 
an architectural firm in Balti¬ 
more, he's already hours into 
his workday. That's because 
he has just come from Pimlico, 
where he trains six horses, in¬ 
cluding graded stakes winner 
Gators N Bears. 

Nechamkin, 53, awakens 
at 3:30 a.m. at his home in 
Howard Gounty heads for the 


track, trains his horses, jumps 
in the shower, and switches in¬ 
to the change of clothes he has 
brought along before arriving 
at Design Gollective Inc., at 
100 East Pratt Street, where he 
is the general manager. 

It's a grueling routine, but 
one that he has mapped out as 
part of his climb through the 
racing business. 

"I had a five-year plan 
about two years ago," he said.

"and Tm moving ahead." His 
ultimate goal is to quit his day 
job and devote all his energy 
to his horses. He figures he's 
within three to five years of 
achieving it. 

Nechamkin has been 
steadily building his stable 
over the last decade and now 
is a partner in 11 horses. "It's 
getting to be more of a busi¬ 
ness than fun/' he said, add¬ 
ing that he will be shopping 
for two or three yearlings 
at the Ocala Breeders' Sales 
Company's August sale. 

If Gators N Bears is any in¬ 
dication, Nechamkin is well 
on his way. Gator, as Necham¬ 
kin affectionately calls the 4- 
year-old colt, won the $200,000 
James B. Moseley Breeders' 
Cup Handicap on June 19 for 
his sixth stakes victory—and 
second in a row—following 
the Maryland Breeders' Cup 
Handicap-G3 on Preakness 
day at Pimlico. 

The colt was bred in New 
Jersey by Bob Camac, the 
late trainer who arranged the 
breeding of Smarty Jones. Af¬ 
ter Camac was murdered by 
his stepson in December 2001, 
Gators N Bears was being kept 
at Ray-An Farm in Forest Hill, 
Md. Nechamkin went to look 
at the colt in early 2002, and 
recalls that Gators N Bears 
was out in a field with anoth¬ 
er, bigger Stormy Atlantic colt. 
Nechamkin's horse sense led 
him to buy Gators N Bears for 
$8,500. Since then. Gators N 
Bears has won $616,280, with 
an overall record of 10 wins, 
five seconds and five thirds in 
22 starts, and has a growing 
reputation as one of the best 
sprinters in the country. 

While only recently mak¬ 
ing big waves, Nechamkin 
has had a lifelong bond with 
racing. He remembers a child¬ 
hood spent at tracks where his 
father, Leo Nechamkin, was 
the admissions director. The 
senior Nechamkin worked at 
Delaware Park and Brandy¬ 
wine Raceway, as well as the 
Maryland tracks. 

Leo Nechamkin, who died 
in 2001, owned race horses 
himself. One of his favorites 
was Pagan Kin, trained by 
Bobby Fitzgerald. Another 
was Decision Maker, whom 


he claimed at Timonium and 
won three races with. 

Leo Nechamkin IPs great- 
uncle, Joseph Nechamkin, 
also owned and raced horses 
and had a farm near Randalls- 
town. One of his horses, Steve 
Leo Jr., won the Annapolis 
Stakes and Southern Mary¬ 
land Handicap at Bowie. 

Leo II, or "Little Leo," as he 
was known in his youth, al¬ 
ways knew he wanted to train 
and own Thoroughbreds. (He 
said his father gave him the "11" 
so no one would call him "Ju¬ 
nior.") As a boy, he worked at 
the Timonium Fair and helped 
his father with various jobs. 

One memorable day, he 
recalled, was when a train 
bound from New York de¬ 
railed on the way to Bowie. 
There were numerous injuries, 
and a relief train from Balti¬ 
more was bringing many of 
the passengers belatedly to the 
race track. 

Leo, who was about 12 or 
13, was dispatched by his fa¬ 
ther to meet the train and di¬ 
rect passengers to the first-aid 
station. The first man off the 
train, he recalled, was stream¬ 
ing blood from his head, but 
had an even more pressing 
problem. "Did the three horse 
win the first race?" he asked 
urgently. In fact, the horse 
had won, and this man was 
running bets for a number of 
gamblers back home who had 
wagers on the winner. 

"Unfortunately, he was go¬ 
ing to have to pay them back," 
Nechamkin said. He recalls 
other days when bettors were 
literally leaning off the sides 
of the passenger cars as they 
arrived at the track because 
they were so eager to get to 
the parimutuel windows. 

Nechamkin held other jobs 
over the years, including assis¬ 
tant admissions director and 
controller at Laurel, where he 
helped run the first summer 
meeting. He went to Johns 
Hopkins University, earning 
a degree in social and behav¬ 
ioral sciences. He got his train¬ 
er's license at 21, then realized 
that he needed some business 
muscle to get his career going. 
He spent his weekends over 
two years at Towson Universi¬ 


ty, where he earned an M.B.A. 
in the executive program. 

After a decade as a trainer, 
he calls himself "an overnight 
success, 30 years later. 

"You keep these low pro¬ 
files and keep winning these 
races, and everyone is happy 
as a lark," he said. 

Rather, because of his ef¬ 
forts, his profile is getting ever 
higher. Gators N Bears was 
voted New Jersey-bred Horse 
of the Year for 2003. 

Nechamkin is Gator's train¬ 
er and is listed as his owner on 
the program. The actual own¬ 
ership is a bit more complex. 
The colt is leased to Necham¬ 
kin, and a partnership of five 
people is involved. GKNPS 
Racing Partnership consists 
of Matt Gowry, an accountant; 
Ed Kohls, an architect; Jim Pe¬ 
terson, the former owner of a 
telecom company; Tom Sut¬ 
ton, who works for Wachovia 
Bank; and Nechamkin. The 
name derives from the initials 
of the equal partners. 

The partners have another 
4-year-old, a filly named Sud¬ 
denly Devilish, a winner of 
three races who also came 
from Gamac. Among their oth¬ 
er horses are four 2-year-olds. 

Nechamkin trains six 
horses at Pimlico and has five 
at Ray-An Farm. A 2-year-old 
Stormy Atlantic filly. Storm 
'n' Hail, was broken earlier 
this year and is galloping. Ne¬ 
chamkin gives high praise to 
Leo Mikkonen, son of owner 
Ray Mikkonen. Leo Mikkonen 
and his wife handle the break¬ 
ing and schooling of young¬ 
sters. "Mine are galloping like 
great guns on the third day" 
of training, he said. "Leo is my 
man on the farm. He hasn't 
failed me yet." 

The farm figures promi¬ 
nently in Nechamkin's training 
philosophy. He wants the kind 
of new beginning that you can 
only get by bringing along 
your own horses. "That's why 
I like buying babies and don't 
like to claim horses. It's a fresh 
start," he said. 

Nechamkin and his wife, 
Margaret, who is in medi¬ 
cal sales, live in a community 
on land that once housed G. 
Oliver Goldsmith's Long- 
wood Farm. He has two grown 


daughters. Katie, who lives 
in Ocala, is married to Patrick 
Vinzant, who works for the 
Florida Thoroughbred Breed¬ 
ers' and GHvners' Association. 
Tracy, a math teacher in Balti¬ 
more Gounty who is married to 
an executive chef, often accom¬ 
panies her father on race day. 

At the track, Nechamkin 
relies on his exercise rider, Lu¬ 
cy MacKinnon, and his groom, 
Angel Zaragoza, to keep 
things going while he's at his 
other job. He leaves them in¬ 
structions and "they laugh at 
me because I tell them to do 
the same thing," he said. 

A recent move from Lau¬ 
rel Park to Pimlico that began 
well before dawn on a Sunday 
morning was especially gruel¬ 
ing, he said, and he wound up 
mucking some incredibly dirty 
stalls before he could move his 
horses in. By Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, though, Nechamkin's six 
horses were galloping at Pim¬ 
lico under his watchful eye. 

"When you figure out what 
makes them go, you're gold¬ 
en," Nechamkin said. "When 
push comes to shove, they'll 
run their hearts out for the big 
race." ^

Two Punch colt 
tops MHBA 
Yearling Show 


H.II of Fame trainer 
Jonathan Sheppard's storied 
career took on another chapter 
when he agreed to judge the 
70th annual Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association Yearling 
Show. 

Acknowledging that he'd 
never studied so many year¬ 
lings in such a short time, 
Sheppard was presented a 
daunting task. A near-record 
132 Maryland-breds paraded 
before him in six classes in the 
Timonium Fairgrounds horse 
show ring on a breezy, un¬ 
commonly cool day, June 27. 
But Sheppard was confident 
with his selections in each of 
the classes, and especially the 
grand champion. 

Taking home the Chance- 
land Farm Challenge Trophy 
for top honors was a colt by 
Two Punch out of Wise Baron¬ 
ess (by Wise Times), exhibited 
by sales agent Marshall Silver- 
man. Said Sheppard of the tall, 
scopey bay colt, "I thought he 
was the one most combining 
quality and professionalism." 

The grand champion was 
purchased privately by Sil¬ 
verman last winter from his 


breeders. Dr. and Mrs. Tom 
Bowman and Dr. Jason Lay- 
field, and was scheduled to be 
sold at the Fasig-Tipton Ken¬ 
tucky Summer Yearling sale 
in July. Silverman and his wife 
Ginger sales prepped their star 
for nearly seven weeks before 
the show, a fact that Silverman 
noted "may have had him a 
little ahead of the others." But 
he added, "The colt has al¬ 
ways been a notch above—^he 
is athletic and well-balanced." 

As pinhookers, the Sil¬ 
vermans occasionally have a 
Maryland-bred yearling eligi¬ 
ble to participate in the show, 
but "we will only show if we 
think we can win," said Mar¬ 
shall Silverman. "I told Ginger 
before the show I thought we 
could win this year." 

The third yearling by 
Northview Stallion Station's 
Two Punch to be named grand 
champion in the show's histo¬ 
ry, following the colt One Two 
Punch, in 1989, and the filly 
Howell's Hero, in 1997, this 
year's winner is a half-brother 
to Wise Sweep, a stakes-win- 
ning earner of $343,931, as 
well as two other $100,000- 
plus earners.

Reserve champion honors 
were awarded to the winner 
of Class IV, a filly from the 
first crop of Bonita Farm's im¬ 
peccably bred Mojave Moon. 
"This filly was nice, had good 
size, was very well-made and 
well-balanced," commented 
Sheppard. 

The chestnut filly is owned 
by Brice Ridgely, who nearly 
recorded a yearling show 
coup, having shown last 
year's grand champion, Ka¬ 
tie's Love, a daughter of Not 
For Love who also won Class 
IV. 

This year's winner, out of 
Phalarope, by Sitzmark, was 
bred by Plane Tree Farm and 
purchased as a weanling by 
Ridgely at last year's Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic December 
Sale. "I happened to spot her 
before the sale and thought 
what a nice looking filly," said 
Ridgely. 

Ridgely struck gold, get¬ 
ting her for $3,000. He has al¬ 
ready realized a return on his 
investment, as the filly earned 


$1,600 of the total $11,300 in 
prize money offered at the 
show. Ridgely plans to sell 
her at this year's Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic fall yearling sale. 

A year ago, Ridgely's only 
two entrants were class win¬ 
ners—^Katie's Love, a half-sis¬ 
ter to graded stakes-placed 
Vee Vee Star, and Declan's 
Moon, a Malibu Moon geld¬ 
ing out of Vee Vee Star sub¬ 
sequently sold at the Fasig- 
Tipton Midlantic Eastern Fall 
Yearling sale for $125,000. This 
year's Vee Vee Star yearling, 
Dave's Jet, a colt by Unbri¬ 
dled Jet, added to the family's 
growing yearling show legacy 
by taking first place in Class II. 
Finishing second was a Silver- 
man-owned Our Emblem colt. 

Drawing a comment of 
"striking" from Sheppard, 
Dave's Jet is from the second 
crop of Country Life Farm's 
Unbridled Jet, a son of Unbri¬ 
dled. 

The results of Class IV 
and Class V, the two largest 
classes of the day, wrapped

up Mojave Moon's claim to 
the Worthington Farms Chal¬ 
lenge Trophy, given to the top 
Maryland stallion of the show 
(based on points awarded for 
placements). 

Mojave Moon fillies swept 
the top two places in Class IV, 
and a chestnut filly owned 
and bred by Kennard Warfield 
Jr. won Class V. 

The second foal out of the 
Polish Numbers mare Bet 
Numbers, Warfield's filly is 
"attractive and racy," said 
Sheppard. Which aptly de¬ 
scribes the family of Mojave 
Moon, a graded stakes-placed 
son of Mr. Prospector out of 
French champion East of the 
Moon, herself a daughter of 
Private Account out of the in¬ 
comparable multi-champion 
Miesque. 

The two classes for Mary- 
land-breds sired by out-of- 
state stallions, traditionally 
the smallest of the day, have 
grown in numbers to rival the 
size of the other classes. This 
year's third-largest class, for 
out-of-state sired fillies, had 
24 in the ring. Earning the blue 
ribbon was a Brahms filly bred 
and owned by Bob Manfuso 
and Kip Elser. The big-bodied 
dark bay, described by Shep¬ 
pard as "beautifully made" is 
out of Katerina's Song, a half- 
sister, by Seattle Song, to mul¬ 
tiple Grade 1 winner Influent. 

Catching Sheppard's eye in 
Class III was a sharp-looking 
chestnut son of Phone Trick, 
whom Sheppard described as 
"extremely handsome." The 
flashy colt named Prince of 
Tricks, out of Medieval Prin¬ 
cess (by Medieval Man), is 
owned by his breeder Phillip 
Tremper. ^

bill that would grant New Jersey breeders 
financial awards when horses they have 
bred win races beyond state borders passed 
both the Senate and Assembly on June 24, and has 
been sent to Governor James E. McGreevey for his 
signature.

"For the 
past few years, the [association] has tried to find 
solutions to address the decline of our industry. We 
need to give individuals involved in Thoroughbred 
racing incentives to breed, board and train their 
horses on New Jersey farms. This out-of-state 
program does this.”

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NTRA Legislative Update 

House of Representatives Passes FSC Bill 

On June 17, the United States House of Representatives passed 
the Foreign Sales Corporation/Extra-Territorial Income (FSC/ 

ETI) bill (a.k.a. the “American Jobs Creation Act of 2004”). 

The Senate passed its version of the ESC bill on May 11. Included in the Senate bill 
is language authored by Sens. Jim Bunning (R-KY) and Blanche Lincoln (D-AR) that 
would repeal the 30 percent tax on winnings by foreign bettors wagering on American 
racing, which precludes the export of American simulcasts to most foreign nations. 

“We’re pleased to have cleared an additional hurdle to passage of a bill that we 
believe will help open the $85 billion international pari-mutuel market to the 
American simulcast product,” said NTRA Deputy Commissioner Greg Avioli. 

The next hurdle will be moving the bill to Conference where the House and 
Senate will reconcile many differences in their respective versions of the bill. 

While the House bill does not contain the 30 percent withholding provision, 

NTRA has commitments from key leaders that the provision will be retained in 
a final bill to be worked out in Conference between the House and Senate. 

The Senate Republican Leadership has forwarded a document to the 
Minority Leader Tom Daschle (D-SD) to begin the negotiations that will 
take the FSC bill to Conference. The FSC bill contains some controversial 
provisions relating to tobacco, which may slow negotiations between the 
Republicans and Democrats and within fte Republican Caucus.

As Congress approaches its July 24 summer recess, which concludes after Labor 
Day, the FSC bill will continue to work its way through the Conference process. 
Once the Conference reconciles the bills’ differences, the House and Senate will then 
vote on the Conference Report. If passed - as is usually the case - the bill is then 
sent to the President for signature or veto. The complexity of the Conference process 
and the FSC bill itself indicate that final action on the bill may occur in September.

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THE END OF THE RAINBOW...

In the heat of the July 5 morning sun, in the 
Philadelphia Park winner's circle, in the company of 
politicos and racing industry leaders who wanted it 
most, Pennsylvania Governor Edward G. Rendell affixed 
his signature to legislation passed by both the Senate 
and the House of Representatives within the preceding 
eighty hours to allow slot machine operations in the 
commonwealth. 

Slots had been on Pennsylvania's legislative 
docket for over seven years in one form or another. 
Several near-misses along the way only deepened the 
resolve of the principals, and forced vital compromises 
among the bill's backers. This set the stage for final 
passage in the early morning hours of July 4, with slots 
and their significant contribution of tax dollars as an 
integral piece of the state's overdue operating budget 
for the coming fiscal year. 

When all was said and done, the final version 
of the legislation included the following provisions 
affecting Pennsylvania's pari-mutuel industry: 

• Seven racing facilities (Class I) will be eligible for slot 
licenses—three Thoroughbred tracks (Philadelphia Park, 
Penn National and Presque Isle), and four Standardbred 
tracks (Meadows, Pocono Downs, Chester Downs and 
another yet to be licensed). 

• Five stand-alone facilities (Class II), and two resort 
facilities (Class III) will also be licensed to operate 
slots. 

• Each licensed Class I and Class II slot facility will 
contribute 12 percent of its gross terminal revenue to 
the Race Horse Industry Development Fund (RHIDF). 

• The RHIDF will then distribute percentage shares 
back to each Class I facility directly proportionate to 
that facility's percentage participation among the total 
contributions to the RHIDF made by racing facilities. 

• The Pennsylvania Breeding Fund will receive 
16 percent of all RHIDF disbursements made to 
Thoroughbred tracks. These moneys will be combined 
with accrued pari-mutuel Fund moneys and distributed 


per the direction of the existing statute governing the 
Fund. 

• Horsemen's purse accounts will receive 80 percent of 
all RHIDF disbursements made to Thoroughbred tracks. 

• Horsemen's organizations at each track will receive 4 
percent of all RHIDF disbursements made to the track 
for health, benevolence and pension programs, which 
they will manage. 

• Live racing at Philadelphia Park and Penn National 
will continue under the provisions of the Race Horse 
Industry Reform Act—210 days per year at Philadelphia 
Park, and 200 days at Penn National. The live racing 
schedule at Presque Isle has yet to be determined. 

• Based upon projections made in an economic study 
commissioned by Senate Democrats, the PA Breeding 
Fund is expected to reach $25 million annually as the 
slots network reaches operational maturity. 

• Daily purses at Philadelphia Park, presently at 
$135,000, are expected to approach $340,000 per day, 
and could go higher in the event more than 3,000 slot 
machines are utilized there. 

• Daily purses at Penn National, now $70,000, are 
projected at $180,000 per day, and at Presque Isle for a 
75-day race meet, purses are projected at $170,000 per 
program. 

Getting slot facilities up and running will take 
anywhere from 12 to 24 months, and will likely 
adhere to the following progression: A seven-member 
Gaming Board will be named and a staff hired. The 
board will adopt temporary regulations relative to 
license application requirements for any and all entities 
desiring to participate. The board will hear applications 
and grant licenses. Class I and II licensees will obtain 
the necessary local approvals, then commence 
construction of their individual facilities. The board will 
adopt temporary operational regulations for a 24-month 
period, which will allow timely facility openings, then 
formalize them. Horsemen's money will accumulate 
immediately upon implementation. 









In any victory, there are heroes, and this effort was 
no different in singling out individuals who deserve the 
enthusiastic accolades of our industry. In the political 
arena, they include: 

Governor Ed Rendell, who made slots a household 
issue, first in his primary run for the Democratic 
nomination, then in the general election, and finally, as 
a basic and critical element of his economic package to 
move Pennsylvania forward. 

Secretary of Legislative Affairs Steve Crawford 
and Senate Agriculture Committee Executive Director 
Kristin Ebersole, who authored the language of the 
horsemen's participation, and ensured its inclusion in 
the bill. 

Sen. Vince Fumo (D-Philadelphia), who with 
his counsel Christopher Craig, developed most of 
the language of the final version of the bill, and who 
advocated strongly on behalf of the special interests of 
horsemen throughout the process. 


Sen. Robert "Tommy" Tomlinson (R-Bucks), 
whose dogged determination to pass the bill in the 
Senate prevailed in the face of strong opposition to the 
concept from his Republican leadership. 

Sen. Dominic Pileggi (R-Delaware and Chester), 
who supported Thoroughbred breeders in our quest 
for percentage participation. 

The Senate Democratic caucus, which 
unanimously backed the bill in the Senate, and the 
nine Republican senators who had the courage to look 
beyond their leaders and vote in favor of the bill. 

House Speaker John Perzel, Minority Leader 
Bill DeWeese, Minority Whip Mike Veon, Rep. Gene 
DiGirolamo, Rep. Chris Ross, and the other 106 House 
members who stayed the course during the final 
debate to effect its passage. 

PHBA thanks you one and all for your vision, your 
willingness to accept this challenge, and your actions 
to bring this dream to reality.

The minding of the meet

F ueled by successive years of increased re venue, Virginias lone 
pari-mutnel Thoroughbred race meet was expanded this year 
to 34 days of racing, at Colonial Downs in New Kent. 

The meet, which kicked off June 11, leaped to an exciting 
start. During the first seven race days, jockey Ryan Fogelsonger 
had an amazing 17 wins, including victories in the first two stakes 
of the season—the Punch Line Stakes (named forVHBPA presi¬ 
dent Robin Richards’s near-mdlionaire multiple stakes winner) 
and Somethingroyal Stakes (named for the dam of Secretariat). 

Within the first four days of racing, Hamilton Smith became 
the second trainer (after Ferris AUen) to score $1 million in 
Colonial Downs purse earnings. 

During the first weekend of racing, trainer Jonathan Sheppard 
sent out Moneytrain (Ger) to forge a new steeplechase course 
record for a mile and seven-eighths, with a 12-length no-con- 
test. 

The tone was set. 

Virginia’s first million-dollar race card took place on July 
10, with the running of the $500,000 Virginia Derby-G3, the 
$200,000 All Along Breeders’ Cup Stakes-G3, and the inaugural 
$200,000 Virginia Oaks. 

As usual, the resilient Secretariat turf course at Colonial 
hosted a large percentage of races. Many recognizable horses have 
earned their stripes on the highly regarded grass oval over the 
years. Beverly Steinman’s top mare Colstar finished second in her 
maiden voyage at Colonial as a 2-year-old, then returned in 2001 
at age 5 to become a millionaire with her victory in Colonial’s 
Grade 3 All Along. 

'‘We tend to have a lot of maidens,” noted Colonial Downs 
racing secretary Clayton Beck. 

Beck, who has served as Colonial’s racing secretary for the 
past four years, works in the Maryland racing office for most of 
the year, and leads a 13-person team at Colonial. “Over the years 
this Virginia meet has grown until the barn area is fuU,” said Beck. 
“The whole thing was a positive this year,” he added.

T he 10-race program on Sunday, 
June 20, was enriched by 
the appearance of two of 
last year's West Virginia-bred 
standouts: Cape Power and Take 
the Plunge.
